The grand jurors will take steps tomorrow 
for carrying out Judge Gibbons’ instructions 
to dig into City Hall scandals, dealing with

> Jawlessness, and the special assessment re- 
bate system. Plans are to be outlined for 
the work, which may keep the jury together 
much longer than the usual duration of a 
pession. 

Last night more than 400 subpcenaes were 
entrusted to Deputy Sheriffs for service. 
Though the State’s Attorney's forces as- 

_gert that these subpcenaes involve the regu- 

lar docket cases it is asserted that two 
dozen or more are for witnesses who are 
wanted in connection with the City Hall in- 
quiry. These summonses were issued, it is 
gaid, for men who know much of scan- 
éals in the Police department, and who are 
néw under surveillance. Should they at- 
tempt to leave the city, as has been feared, 
gervice will be obtained at once by the dep- 
uties who have them under surveillance. 


Activity in City Hall. 

There was much activity in the City Hall 
during the day in anticipation of the grand 
jury’s coming action. Officials close to Mayor 
Harrison held frequent conferences. with 
Chief of ‘Detectives Colleran. Over at the 
Criminal Court Building it was said that

The story that Kipley had been ordered to 
come back at once or give up his place was 
‘yigorously denied by trusted advisers of the 
Mayor, though they did not deny that the 
Mayor personally might have sent an order 
to the health-seeking Chief instead of in- 
trusting such a communication to his office 
assistants. 


Mr. Deneen Arranging Evidence. 

Btate’s Attorney Deneen was absent from 
his office the greater part of the day, and 
much of his time was devoted to arranging 
the evidence which will go to the grand 
jury if that body asks for it. The fact that

FIGHT ON MERIT BOARD. 


and “Begs to Suggest” That Law 
Be Complied With and a Secretary 


tion Will Release Pay Tied Up Be- 


cause Controller Refused to Recog- 
mise Outside Man. | 


Mayor Harrison called a halt yesterday in 
_the School board’s fight against the Civil 
Service commission. As the Board of Edu- 
cation had reached a point where it had three 
Secretaries-presumptive and none legal, 
where it was thréatening to discharge al! 
civil service men certified to the positio 
where the school janitors and engineers had 
begun suit for their salaries, and where the 
school teachers began to fear that they would 
get no pay in December, the Mayor inter- 
vened. 

He ordered a special meeting of the board 
to beheldtomorreow. He ordered the trustees 
to ask the Civil Service commission for a prop- 
erly certified secretary and told them to elect 
him at once,so that the business of theschools 
might not be interrupted by the evasion of 
the civil service law. 


Mayor Writes to All Trustees. _ 
The Mayor's orders went to the school 
trustees in the form of “I beg to suggest.” 
‘He did not content himself with addressing 
President Graham H. Harris, who has man- 
aged the campaign which was expected. to 
defeat the law, so far as the filling of the 
position of secretary was concerned. He 
sent a copy of what he “ begged to suggest ”’ 
to each trustee. 
Lewis E. Larson, the former assistant to 
the superintendent, and in charge of night 
schools, will be given his position by this act 


' of the Mayor. Charles Fessenden, assistant 


‘secretary, made acting secretary by the 
action of the Board of Education at its last 
meeting, will return to the position he held 
before, and Louis Legner will be ousted en- 
tirely. Controller Kerfoot will release checks 
for the payment ef school employés, which 
he has held up because they were not signed 
by the secretary of the board. The school 
teachers will be paid their December salar- 
ies, and the Civil Service commission will 
have won a fight against President Harris, 
who is alleged to have been in constant op- 
position to the civil service law. 


Trustees Try to Compromise. 

The school trustees did not give up until 
they had the flat declaration of the Mayor. 
All day yesterday D. J. McMahon, attorney 
for the board, acting under the instructions 
of President Harris, worked with the Civil 
Cervice Commissioners and Corporation 
Counsel Walker trying to obtain a compro- 
mise for the board. He was met last night 
with the announcement of the Mayor's 
wishes. 

While he was attempting to persuade Com- 
missioner Ela that the board had authority 
to act as it might please without hindrance 
on the part of the Civil Service commission, 
he said that if the commission persisted in 
demanding a civil service appointee for the 
position of secretary the School board could 
discharge each appointee as rapidiy as he 
reached the board rooms until the eligible 
list had been exhausted. 


_ « Possibilities of the Contest. . 

“Then where will you be?” he asked the 
commission. “‘ You will have to grant us 
authority to fill the place then.” 

“ Not if you do it willfully,” safd Commis- 
“In that. case we should not 
grant you the authority, and then where 
will you be?” . 

Then Attorney McMahon went down to see 
the Corporation Counsel, and was planning 
new tactics when the order of the Mayor was 
made knowntohim. When President Harris 
heard of it he said: 

“I am glad to learn that the Mayor has 
found the civil servicelaw. It has taken him 
some time to find it. I have not received the 
letter yet. I will answer it when I have re- 
ceived it.”’ 


Suggestions of the Mayor. a 

After explaining that any method of filling 
the position of Secretary except that of ask- 
-ing the Civil Service commission for an ap- 
pointee was illegal, the Mayor in his letter 
said: 

“To fill the office properly and give the 
Mayor and Controller a Secretary whose sig- 
nature they are legally authorized to honor 
it is only necessary for the board to notify 
the Civil Service commission that the office 
of Secretary is vacant and to make requisi- 
tions upon the board for a person to fill it. 
The board will then properly certify to youa 
man for the place and whose appointment 
will be legal. 

“In view of ghese circumstances and the 
near approach of the holidays, and knowing 
that it is your desire to have teachers and 
employés paid as promptly as posible, I beg 
to suggest that you codperate with other 
members of the’ board for the purpose of 
having a special meeting held at as early a 
date as possible for the purpose of legally 
filling the position of Secretary.”

STORY OF BLIGHTED HOPE 


Letter to Police Explains That 
He Feared She Would Give 
Her Affection to 
Another. 


AGE A BARRIER TO THEGIRL 


‘Bight years of patient wooing reached a 
climax yesterday when A. M. Pell, an artist, 
confessed in a letter to the police that on the 
night before he had triefl to kill the object of 
his vain adoration. He made the effort to 
murder, he wrote, to prevent her from giving 
her love to any other man. ‘ 

Miss Annie Stowesand, 1641 Whipple 
street, is the girl whom Artist Pell courted in 
vain. When he first saw her she was shop- 
ping in a State street store, and was then 
only 15 years of age. Pell was etruck by the 
girl's beauty, and resolved to become ac- 
quainted with her. He followed her home 
and spoke to her. The man's attentions were 
not disagreeable to the girl, and soon the two 
became friends. 

For years thereafter Pell met the girl 
each evening as she left her work and 
walked home with her. During this 
time he often told her of his love and 
proposed marriage, but she refused him. 
Pell was nearly 60 years old, and the girl 
frankly told him that she would not marry 
a man of his age. In an attémpt to make 
himself look younger, it is said, Pell dyed his 
hair and mustache, — 


Persists in Vain Suit. 

When the girl accepted a position with the 
W. C. Ritchie Paper company, at Carrol 
avenue and Union Park, Pell followed her 
to the West Side and was regularly at the 
door to accompany her home. 

Last winter the lover was appointed as an 
artist on the decorating staff for the Paris 
exposition and left for Paris in the spring. 
He remained away until seven weeks ago. 

On his return Pell began a search for Miss 
Stowesand, and as soon as he met her he 
again proposed marriage. Again he was re- 
fused. So persistent had his attentions be- 
come that the girl now refused to again see 
him. 

On Friday pight, when Miss Stowesand 
left her work she found Pell waiting for her. 
He accompanied her to a drug store at Ash- 
land avenue and Lake street, and wherwhey” 
left the store he again asked the girl to give 
up work and become his wife. A curt answer 
was given and Pell left her. 

Makes Attempt to Kill. 

Late on Friday night Pell again went to 
the girl's home. She was aione in the house 
at the time, and when she went to the door 
was surprised to find Pell in waiting. : 

" Why, what do you want?” she asked. 

‘ Pell made no answer, but grasped the girl 
around the Waist and dragged her on the 
porch and out of the light. Miss Stowesand 
screamed, but.no one heard her cries. Hold- 
ing the girl tightly to his side Pell drewa 
revolver from his pocket and struck her on 
the left temple with the butt of the weapon. 
With a groan the girl sank unconscious to 
the floor. Pell then ran from the house and 
has not been seen since by his friends. 


Tells of the Attack. 

Yesterday morning a letter, presumably 
written by Pell, was received by the police 
of the West Lake Street Station. In the 
letter the man rehearsed his love for the 
girl, told of his disappointment because she 
would not marry him, and then said that he 
had shot her so that she could not give her 
love to another. 

Soon after the letter was received the girl's 
father told the police of the assault, and de- 
tectives were detailed to search for Pell, 
but he has not been found. It is thought he 
lived in the vicinity of Union Park. 

The police think that Pell may have com- 
mitted suicide. They also express doubts 
as to his sanity. 


Letter Relates the Story. 

The letter sent to the police reads as fol- 
lows: | 

“I inclose this confession in this envelope. 
I saw a perfect young lady. She was a 
stranger to me when I met her in Mandel 
Bros.’ Her rosy face was attractive. 1 loved 
, her because she resembied a woman I had 
mourned for years. Her look was so pure and 
) loyal. 1 traced her to her home that day and 

we became friends. We met daily. Her kindly 
manners left her when she strolled to work 
in the morning. 

“One morning I bade her good-by and 
sailed to Paris to forget her. Being an 
artist, 1 became one of the painters at the 
Paris exposition. Her portrait was well 
known and called Purity,’ and was adver- 
tised at the Paris exposition. Seven weeks 
ago | sailed back to America to seek for 
the girl 1 love, for she has been my inspira- 
tion for good. 

** She refused to marry me. No other man 
shall have her for a bride. She is still the 
light-hearted girl she was years ago. Her 
simple modesty never left. I offered her 
wealth to be my wife and to give up her em- 
ployment and offered her the best which I 
had, but she refused all. I would have kept 
my wish if I had had to wait a century. I'd 
kill her. I knew she was working at W. C. 
Ritchie & Co.’s and followed her home and 
shot her. 

“You will hear of me later when’ the de- 
tailed account is in the papers. Do not dis- 
grace her; she is innocent and I do not wish 
to leave a stain on her name. Her family 
is one of the best and most respected. I 
could not control myself sufficiently to even 
think calmly of that which is driving me in- 
sane. : 

“There may be those in Chicago today 
who, when they hear of her death, will weep 
for the girl and will suffer a pang for the 
life I have blighted. I remain yours truly 
until the hour of my death.” $ 
No name was signed to the missive.

Artist A. M. Pell Attempts to 


H.L.COBB TOLD 70 GR? OUT 


AMERICAN INSTITUTE BRINGS 
CHARGES AGAINST ARCHITECT. 


Resolution Adopted Declaring Con- 
tinued Membership of Men Accused 
of Unprofessional Conduct Is In- 
consistent with the Best Interests 

.@f the Association — Declares He 
Will Ignore Action—Grows Out of 
Plans for Pennsylvania Capitol. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 15.—[Special, j— 
Henry ives Cobb of Chicago, with George B. 
Harding and William T. Gooch, were today 
virtually expelled from the American Insti- 
tute of Architects by the adoption of a report 
charging them with being ** guilty of unpro-. 
fessionai conduct and of conduct prejudicial 
to the best interests of the profession,”’ and 
deciaring that ** continued membership in the 
institute of persons adjudged gulity gf un- 
professional conduct is repugnant to its 
members and is an anomalous condition.” 

The alleged unprofessional conduct of 
Messrs. Cobb, Harding, and Gooch was in 
connection with the bullding of the State 
House at Harrisburg, Pa., to replace the 
structure destroyed by fire, and the matter 
has been a subject of controversy for nearly 
three years. | 

Messrs. Harding and Gooch were com- 
petitors among others who submitted de- 
signs for the new building. These designs 
were to be examined by a board of experts 
and it was charged.that Messrs. Harding 
and Gooch, on learning in advance that their 
designs had been thrown out on a techni- 
cality, contended that the board of experts 
was illegal and forced a fight which led to 
the abrogation of the arrangement for com- 
petitive designs and threw all competitors 
out of the contest. 


Will Ignore the Resolution. 

When seen tonight Henry Ives Cobb was 
not at all disturbed because of the resolution. 
He said he would ignore the institute action 
and that he would not cénsider himself ex- 
pelled. 

From what can be learned there appears 
to be considerable spite work at the bottom 
of the resolution agreed upon today. It 


grows out of a row between the commission | 


charged with the duty of providing for the 
reconstruction of the Pennsylvania State 
Capitol Building and the architects employed 
by it, which resulted in depriving a Penn- 
sylvanian of the contract for the work. 


Controversy Three Years Old. 
Three years ago this commission, which 


consists of the Governor, the President of | 


the Senate, the Speaker of the House, the 
State Treasurer, and the State Auditor, ap- 
pointed three architects to select a design 
for the building from among the large num- 
ber submitted. 

The architects selected eight designs, and 
when the commissioners asked to be shown 
the other designs submitted the architects 
declined to show them, and told the com- 
missioners they must choose from the eight 
recommended. 

The commissioners declined to do so, and 
discharged the architects, took the matter 
in their won hands, and gave the contract 
to Mr. Cobb. 

Ever since this a Philadelphia architect 
who was a competitor, and who lost the con- 
. tract, has been trying to make thi -

this antagonism the adoption of the resolu- 
tion when about a dozen members of the or- 
ganization were present was secured. 


_ Explained by Henry Cobb. 

In discussing the matter tonight Mr. Cobb 
said: 
“I knew nothing about the resolution re- 
ferred to until I saw this evening's papers, 
but have since learned that it was run 
through after most of the architects had 
left the city and only about a dozen were 
present. I see no reason why I should pay 
any attention whatever to the expression of 
opinion agto what is proper in my profession 
from the source that this evidently emanated. 

“I certainly have done nothing that any 
practitioneer would not have been glad to 
do, as far as the Pennsylvania Capitol is 
concerned. Only one out of the 100 com- 
petitors could get the job. It may be un- 
fortunate that a Philadelphia architect did 
not get it, but it is three years ago, and I 
should think it rather late to kick.”’ 

The American Institute consists of about 
one-third of the architects of the country, 
and it is said its total membership is but 200. 


The specific charges brought against Mr. 
Cobb are not known by Chicago architects, 
but it is presumed they are the same that 
were discussed at a previous session of the 
American Institute of Architects.

DOZEN INJURED AT A FUNERAL. 


Floor Gives Way During Services at 
_ Doylestown, Pa., and Sixty Men Are

Doylestown, Pa:, Dec. 15.—[Spectal.]—Dur- 
ing a funeral service yesterday at the home 
of Wilmer Worthington, a floor gave way, 
precipitating sixty men into the basement, 
injuring a dozen.

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BARRYMORE BREAKS DOWN 


ACTOR LOSES HEALTH AND MEM- 
ORY DURING HIS TOUR. 


Forgets Lines and Is Forced to Give Up 
Work with the Marie Burroughs 
Company in “The Battle of the 
Strong ’’—Friends Are Alarmed at 
the Condition of the Noted Player— 
Now in New York with His Son and 
Daughter. 


New York, Dec. 15.—[Special.]—Maurice 
Barrymore returned to New York from Kan- 
sas City today with his health and memory 
impaired.. It will be months, if ever again, 
before he will be able to reappear on the 
stage. For the next few weeks he will be 
under the care of a physician. His friends, 
are worried greatly over his condition. ~ 

Barrymore was a member of “ The Battle | 
of the Strong”. company, in which Marie 
Burroughs is starring. When the company 
opened in Louisville on Thanksgiving day 
Barrymore hampered the production by for- 
getting his lines. He was not even able to 
fake his part, a resort of actors with bad 
memories. Again, he is a victim of a nervous 
disorder, and his movements are erratic. At 
times he would stand helpless on the stage, 
delaying the action of the play, or else make 
a wrong exit. 


Forced to Give Up Work. 


It was thought Barrymore would improve, 
but he seemed to grow worse while traveling, 
and finally he decided to return to New York. 
Another member of the company accom- 
panied him. 

On Monday last Barrymore broke down on 
the stage in Milwaukee. A critic wrote of 
his performance: 

“ His work last night was atrocious. His 
enunciation was at times unintelligible and 
his stage business was awful. He hesitated 
in speaking his lines, and after his first few 
scenes his rambling work almost threw the 
remainder of the cbmpany into a panic.” 

On Tuesday Daniel VY. Arthur, manager 
of Miss Burroughs, sent a telegram to Bar- 
rymore’s friends in this city, stating that 
the actor was in fairly good health and was 
not losing his mind. Barrymore collapsed 
on Wednesday. 


With His Son and Daughter. 


Members of the Lambs club and Barry- 
more’s friends will look after him in this city. 
He is now at his home with his son Lionel 
and his daughter Ethel. 

His friends also will look after his claim to 
the rights of the dramatization of Bernard 
Shaw's novel, ‘‘ Cashel Byron—His Profes- 
sion.’’ Barrymore claims he had obtained the 
permission of the author to write a play for 
his own use from the novel. Harrison J. 
Wolfe also has dramatized this novel and 
will produce the play at the Herald Square 
Theater on Dec. 27, with Charles J. Ross, 
Mabel Fenton, Raymond Hitchcock, and 
Mrs. Melbourne MacDowell in the cast. Mr. 
Wolfe has letters to show he has paid Mr.

HAD AN EXCITING CAREER 


Begins Life in Austria and Be- 


comes Revolutionist When 
Quite a Young Man. 


MANY DEEDS OF CHARITY. 


New York, Dec. 15.—[Special.]—Oswald Ot- 
tendorfer, the editor and publisher of the 
New York Staats Zeitung, died this after- 
noon at his apartments, 150 Central Park 
South, after a long illness. Mr. Otténdorfer 
was in his seventy-fourth’year. For the last 
twenty years he had suffered from cerebro- 
spinal affliction, which in its last stages pro- 
duced paralysis of certain nerves. His ail- 
ment took acute form two weeks ago, when 
he began to lose ground. 

Oswald Ottendorfer was born in Zwittau, 
Austria, near the Bohemian border, on Feb. 
26, 1826. His father, who was a manufac- 
turer of cloth in fairly good circumstances, 
had set his heart upon giving his son a splen- 
did education. After attending the schools 
of Zwittau and the high school of the capital 
of the province the young man entered in 
1846 the University of Vienna. He was ofa 
studious mind, and applied himself diligently 
to the study of philosophy. 


Joins the Revolutionists. . 


Oswald Ottendorfer became an enthusias- 
tic radical, and plunged headlong into most 
of the revolutionary movements of the time. 
His life for the three years that followed 
was full of romantic adventures and lively 
experiences. After taking part in all the 
student debates and demonstrations for a 
year he left Vienna in 1847, and went to 
Prague, where he began to study law. 

The winter of 1847-'48 saw the formation 
of those countless student legions’ which 
subsequently played such an important part 
in the revolutions of Europe. In the clamor- 
ing for the overthrow of the Metternich 
government Ottendorfer’s voice attracted 
the attention of the authorities. Then came 
the fight for the liberation of Schleswig- 
Holstein from Danish rule, and Ottendorfer 
joined the ranks of the volunteers who went 


to that country to fight for its freedom. 


Is Sentenced to Death. 


In Vienna he participated in the ‘street 
fights. Rebert Blum, who was his intimate 
friend, was captured and after a speedy trial 
was sentenced and shot. 

Ottendorfer was sentenced to death by this 
same tribunal and that sentence re 
upon the books for twenty years, when, by 
the general pardon, it was nullified. | 

In Dresden Ottendorfer became one of the 
leaders in the revolution which broke out in 
that city in May, 1849. 

Thus Ottendorfer went from city to city 
until in the summer of 1849 he was stricken 
with typhoid fever. During his convalescence 
he had become acquainted with the grand- 
mother and sister of young Steck, one of the 
prominent revolutionary leaders, who had 
been captured at Manheim and was serving a 
life sentence in the old Castle of Bruchsal, 
and he organized a rescuing party. The res- 
cue was accomplished and all the partict- 
pants escaped to Switzerland. 

Ottendorfer made his way to the seacoast 
and embarked in a schooner for New York, 
where he arrived on April 1, 1850. 


Arrives in America Penniless. 

He arrived here penniless, friendless, and 
ignorant of the language. He obtained em- 
ployment in a factory asa laborer, and after- 
ward went to work in a soda water factory. 
In 1851 he obtained a clerical position in the 
office of the Staats Zeitung, then owned by 
Jacob Uhl. In 1852 Mr. Uhl died and his 
widow took charge ofthe paper. Ottendorfer 
remained in her employ, and in 1858 became 
editor-in-chief of the Staats Zeitung. 

In August, 1850, he married Mrs. Uhl, his 
employer. 

Mr. Ottendorfer took a deep interest in 
politics, and did much to spread the prin- 
ciples of Democracy among his countrymen 
here. In 1860 he was sent as a Douglas del- 
egate to the Democratic National convention 
in Charleston. He was one of the founders of 
the German Democratic Union party, 
through whose influence Godfrey Gunther 
was in 1868 elected Mayor of this city. For 
many years he directed all his energies 


against Tammony Hall, antagonizing the. 


Tweedringin his paper and in conventions. In 
1871 Governor Tilden appointed him a mem- 
ber of the Board of Regents. resigned 
this office in 1872, when he was elected Ald- 


| erman. Mr. Ottendorfer never drew his sal- 


ary as Alderman, and it is now on deposit in 
the Controller's office. He worked enthu- 
siastically for the election of Tilden to the 
Presidency. 


His Many Deeds of Kindness. 

Mr. Ottendorfer, together with his wife, 
founded thé Isabella Heimath, a home for old 
people, in Astoria. After his wife's death, 
on April 1, 1885, he bought an immense plot 
of ground at Fort George and built a new 
Isabella Heimath, which Is one of the finest 
charitable institutions in this country. 

He had no children. Mrs. Uhl left four 
children, all of whom are now living. They 
are Edward Uhl, President of the company 
which publishes the Staats Zeitung; Mrs. 
Schalk, wife of Adolph Schalk, a retired 
Newark brewer; Mrs. Matilde von Rieden- 
stein, wife of Friedrich von Riedenstein of 
Dalwitz, near Carlsbad, Austria; and Mrs. 
Annie Woertshoffer, widow of the late Carl 
Woerishoffer of this city. 


Vigorous Old-Time Democrat. 


Mr. Ottendorfer, although a vigorous op- 
ponent of Tammany Hall, refused to sup- 
port the Mayoralty candidacy of Seth Low 
on the ground that Mr. Low was identified 
with what Mr. Ottendorfer considered an iI- 
legal attitude on the saloon question, and 
being the sturdy old-school Democrat that 
he was, he refused to support Bryan both fn 
1896 and 1900, although he did not fully in- 
dorse President McKjnley’s administration. 

Mr. Ottendorfer's estate is estimated in the 


millions. 


DEATH OF J. ADDISON PORTER. 


Former Secretary to President McKin- 


ley Dies at His Home at Pom- 
fret, Conn. 


Pomfret, Conn., Dec. 15.—John Addison 
Porter, former Secretary to President Mc- 
Kinley, died a few minutes before 2 o'clock 
this afternoon. He had been ill for some 
months, and several weeks ago submitted 
to an operation. Up to Wednesday of this 


’ week he was able to go out driving, but since 


that day there came an unexpected change 
and he sank rapidly until death came. 

John Addison Porter was born at New 
Haven, Conn., April 17, 1856, the eldest son 
ot Professor John Addison Porter, a noted 
scientist, first Dean of the Sheffield Scientific 
School of, Yale University. After leaving 
college he studied law at Cleveland, O., in 
the office of his uncle, Mr. William J. Board- 
man, afterwards leaving the profession to 
engage in newspaper work on the local staffs 
of the New Haven (Conn.) Palladium and 
Hartford (Conn.) Courant. 

In 1883 Mr. Porter was married to Miss 
Amy E. Betts, eldest daughter of the late 
Colonel George FF. Betts of New York. Mr. 
Porter resided in Washington between 1884 
and 1888, and during one session of Congress 
he served as clerk to one of.the Senate com- 
mittees. He was a frequent contributor to 
literary journals and magazines, including 
the New Englander, Critic, and Century, and 
is the author of * Sketches of Yale Life."

WRATH OF CHICAGO BOYS, 


‘Declare They Will Not Return 


Until the School Has New 
Management. 


GATHER TO RECITE WOES. 


Following the decision at a meeting held at 
the Palmer House yesterday that Chicago 
eadets enrolled at the Michigan Military 
Academy at Orchard Lake would not return 
to the institution unless Celonel J. Sumner 
Rogers was relieved of control, came a mes- 
sage from the Colonel that he had dismissed 
er received the resignations of all the mem- 
pers of the faculty except two. 

Colonel Rogers added that the academy 
would reopen on Jan.’9 and that he expected 
absent cadets to return then. 

The faculty' members who had left declared 
that the cadets were in the right and that 
Colonel Rogers, who has been connected 
with the academy for twenty-four years, has 
not treated them with justice. ’ 


Grievances of the Cadets. 


The three chief grievances of the cadets 
advanced at the Palmer House meeting 
were: 

First—That the food was of inferior quality. 

Second—That the honor system ’’ as adminis- 
tered was a farce. 

Third—That the regulations in regard to sickness 
were unjust. 

The students allege, and the principal of the 
school,W. P. Edwards, agree with them, that 
Colonel Rogers was too severe. The three 
grievances alone would not have brought 
about the wholesale desertion, say the boys, 
but Colonel Rogers’ whole attitude, his ac- 
tion under all circumstances, was such that 
the situation became unbearable. 


Refuse to Attend Classes. 


The trouble at the academy came toa head 
last week when a committee of seven cadets 
was appointed to confer with Colonel Rogers 
about their grievances. Colonel Rogers at 
first refused to see the committee. The re- 
sult was that the entire corps refused to at- 
tend classes. It was then agreed that a 
faculty committee should investigate the 
complaints of the cadets and report upon 

them. This was done, and the report of the 
faculty committee supported the grievances 
set forth by the cadets and suggested reme- 
dies. To these remedies, which meant prac- 
tically a revolution -in the system of the 
academy, Colonel Rogers refused t» agree. 

The students remained away from classes, 
and finally on Friday Colonel Rogers an- 
nounced that the Christmas vacation of the 
, academy had begun at 8 o'clock in the morn- 
‘ing. To the cadets it seemed that Colonel 
Rogers was attempting to outfiank their re- 
volt by the announcement of vacation a week 
before it was scheduled to take place, and 
they determined not to be outwitted. 


Give Their Ultimatum. 

They gathered in a body in front of Colonel 
Rogers’ house, and when he still refused to 
consider their petition the chairman of the 
committee having the visit in charge shouted 
out to Colonel Rogers that unless he signed 
the articles which the faculty had proposed 
within fifteen minutes they would leave the 
academy never more to return. In this de- 
termination the students intend to remain 
firm 

The school is organized along the lines of 
West Point, with a teaching and a military 
staff. Three of the officers of the institution 
are given the title of Major by act of the 

Michigan Legislature. These include the 
doctor, the commandant, and the Quarter- 
master. The last named is at present J..C. 
H. Hollister, who the cadets say must go 
with Colonel Rogers if they aretoreturn. He

Even the religious press indorses the policy 
foreshadowed by Governor McKenzie of the 
Vaal River colony, of an empire in arms as 
opposed to that of a great standing army.

‘The Coroner and a physictan went to the 
place today and learned that all the victims 
had died in great agony, suffering without a 
doubt from poison. A post-mortem was held 
at once on the bodies and the stomachs were 
secured for analysis. 

Five other men are seriously ill with the 
same symptoms, and are considered to be in 
a dangerous condition, three, it is said, being 
certain to die before morning. 

The people all lived close to.each other 
and were aij! taken ill last night, after having 
eaten supper. Thefe are many signs that 
poison had been placed in their food, but by 
whom is yet to be determined. Barnick, the 
dead man, was to have been married on Mon- 
day to Rose Laichak, a sister of thé dead 
woman. 

Miss Rose Laichak is in a dangerous con- 
dition from the nervous shock caused by the 
loss Of her affianced husband, who had a 
home already secured and furnished to go to 
housekeeping. She was unable to go to his 
bedside, although the last request’ made by 
Barnick was for Miss Laichak to come, that

The shakeup, extraordinary in its char- 
acter, was conducted in an extraordinary 
way. Chief Devery did not appear at police 
headquarters during the entire day. He tel- 
ephoned the names of the men toa be trans- 
ferred to his confidential assistant, Sergeant 
Flood. 

Not a single one of the officers affected 
knew of the transfers until he received noti- 
fication trom headquarters, and in several 
cases this was done by telephone.

after they had been ordered, and the only 
information he got came through newspaper 
men. Nothing of an official character reach- 
ed him.

LODGE URGES VOTE ON TREATY. 


Senator Hopes to Secure Final Action on 
the Convention Beforethe Hol-_. 
iday Recess. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 15.—Senator 
Lodge,in charge of the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty, today made another effort in the exec- 
utive session of the Senate to get a day set 
for a final vote on the treaty and the amend- 
ments to it which have been suggested by 
various Senators; and while he did not suc- 
ceed, he said after adjournment he felt sure 
of securing an agreement to vote before the 
holiday recess.

“If the government of the United States 
shall construct, at its own expense, the said 
canal, then nothing herein contained shall 
prevent the United States from protecting 
said canal in any way it may deem best for: 
the interests of the United States.”’

JAMES ARMSTRONG TO SERVE ONE 
YEAR AND PAY $500. 


President of the Metropolitan Medical 
College Sent to the Du Page County 
Lockup for Using Mails to Defraud 
im Selling Sheepskins—Judge Kohl- 
saat Overrules Motion for New Trial 
—Cases of Other Defendants to Be 
Passed Upon at Next Term of Court. 


Haying overruled a motion for a new trial 
Judge Kohisaat, in the United States Dis- 
trict Court yesterday, imposed a sentence of 
one year in the Du Page County Jail anda 
fine of $500 on James Armstrong, President 
of the Metropolitan Medical College. 

The defendant was convicted recently of 
using the mails to defraud in connection 
with a ‘diploma mill.’’ Sentence against 
Thomas Armstrong, who was convicted, and 
John H. Randall, who pleaded guilty to the 
same Offense, will be passed at the next term 
of court in March. 

James Armstrong made a hard fight to 
the end through his attorneys, and he now 
threatens to prolong the legal battle in the 
higher federal courts. It is possible that his 
brother, Thomas, and Randall, will get off 
with a slight sentence, if they are to be pun- 
ished at all. 

The Armstrongs first began business in 1895 
with the Illinois Health University. This 
was a ‘‘ diploma mill’ on a small! scale, and 


of the bogus institution. Then the charter 
for the Independent Medical College was 
used, and the Armstrongs set up*their of- 
fices in the People’s Institute Bullding on the 
West Side. . The charter of this college was 
revoked a few years ago.

Medical College, although a restraining 
order was issued in the State court against 
the officials doing business under this 
charter.

“MEET REDUCED INCOME. 


President Hanberg Says He Is in Favor 
of Reducing His Own Pay and That 

' of the Co issioners $1,000 a Year 
—Members of the Board Want to 
Slash All Along the Line from the 
Highest to the Lowest—Changes in 
the Coroner’s Office.

I am perfectly willing to have my 
salary reduced $1,000 a year or more, as the

NOW THE NORTHWESTERN GIRLS 
SAY THEY ARE HUNGRY. 


Leek with Envy on Their South Side 
‘Sisters Who Have a Surfeit of Hash, 
but the Other Side of the Story Is 
That the Evanston Young Women 
Spurn Oyster Croquettes—Matron Is 
Indiguant and Resents the Charges 
of Insufficiency. 


As an echo to the wails of the young women 
students at the University of Chicago comes 
the complaint of the ‘ coeds’’ at North- 
western that they do not have enough to eat. 

While the students at the University of 
Chicago object to their food because they 
have no change in the monotonous sequence 
of hash and eggs, eggs and hash, the stu- 
dents at Evanston say that they would be 
satisfied to have no change if only enough 
were provided to satisfy their appetites. 

The authorities at Woman’s Hall contra- 
dict the girls’ statements that the quantity 


of edibles placed before the hungry students 


is insufficient... Meantime the grocers and 
caterers of Evanston are flourishing, be- 
cause of the frequent purchases made by 
the hungry young women. 

Oyster croquettes are the subject of espe- 
cial antipathy on the part of many of the ob- 
jectors. One of the girls, in speaking about 
their meals yesterday, said: | 

“We get tired of having oyster croquettes 
for dinner on three days of the week, as often 
happens that we do. Perhaps we wouldn't 
care so much if there was enough to satisfy 
us, but there never is, and as a result we have 
to patronize the stores almost every evening 
to get enough to eat. 

**Several of the students who had rooms 


have left and are now staying where they 
pay less and get better food.”’ 

Another said: ‘“ It is always good news to 
hear that a reception will be’ given to the 
faculty of the university at the hall. We 
know then that we shall have a good meal 
for once, so that is almost the only time at 
which we have a course dinner.’’ 

Miss Anna Patterson, matron at Woman's 
Hall, was indignant when she heard what 
was being said by the young women in her 
charge. “If they do not get what they want 
here,”’ she said, ‘‘ why don’t they go some- 
where else? We pride ourselves that we 
feed our students better than any other col- 
lege in the country does. Wedo not havea 
botel service here, but try to have it in fami- 
ly style as far as possible. We have stu- 
dents here who came from other institutions, 
and they say our fare is better than that of 
the colleges from which they have come. 

“The young women pay $5.50 a week for 
board, heat, light, and a limited amount of 
washing, and they certainly get the worth 
of their money. Any one who says she does 
not ought to be ashamed of herself."’

DRAWS LESSON FROM SALOONS. 


Edwin F. Walker, After Study of a 
Month in Chicago, Gives His Im- 
pressions to Evanston. 


\ 

Edwin F. Walker of Evanston, who spent 
November studying the saloon problem in 
Chicago, has given out the first of a series of 
articles on “ The Saloon; What It Isand Why 
It Exists."" He says in part: ; 

** There is a wide diversity even in saloons. 
On entering the first workingmen’s saloon I 
visited the sign that greeted my eyes was: 
‘No obscene or profane language allowed in 
this place.’ This was a poser—and in a river 
district, too! Could it be that this was one 
of those places we call the ‘gateway to 
hell’? ‘ No loafing allowed,’ ‘ No hangers-on 
wanted,’ were the other signs which appeared 
in the most prominent places. 

“I studied the features of this, the most 
moral saloon I have ever seen.

The chance to cultivate the liquor 
habit could often be avoided if employers 
built in their factories bright, homelike 
lunchrooms in which soups and hot drinks 
could be had."’

TEACHERS TALK OF ATAX FIGHT. 


Miss Goggin and Miss Haley Tell the 
Federation They May Win—Trus-

Gardner F. Williams Says Boers Will 
Continue to Fight for Months 
in Vain. 


‘“*No man can tell when the fighting will 
cease in the Transvaal, but when it is over 
the, two republics will be crown colonies. 
As republics they are things of the past.”’ 

This was the statement made by Gardner 
F. Williams, United States Consul at Kim- 
berley, south Africa, at the Auditorium An- 
nex last night. 
to Washington on private business. He ex- 
pects to return to Kimberley shortly after 
the first of the year. He left his south Af- 
rican post in July. He has represented the 
United States for nine years and been a resi- 
dent of the Transvaal since 1884. _ eae 

“The war, as a war, is over,”’ said Mr. 
Williams, “ but there will be guerrilla fight- 
ing for many months. Small bands of Boers 
‘are harassing the English, separating at the 
approach of a large body of the English 
army, to reassemble in another section of 
the country, and continue their attacks. It 
is evident they hope to continue the fighting 
until they are able to get better terms from 
the British, but it is doubtful if they hope 
to save their republics, which in reality 
were nothing less than an oligarchy. 

“It has been stated that I went to Pre- 
toria before the war to see President Kruger 
in behalf of the Americans in the Transvaal. 
I did not. The committee of Americans was 
headed by Louis I. Seymour, chief engineer 
of the Rand mines. The object of the com- 
mittee was to induce the Boers to withdraw 
some of their demands, and, {f possible 
avert the war. Not only did they refuse, but 
President Kruger said: ‘ You Americans 
are no better than the English.’ Kruger is 
an obstinate old man.’’

WILL RETURN NEXT YEAR 


Direct from heretofore unknown regions 
of the heart of south Africa, W. Stamps 
Cherry returned to Chicago late last night 
** Demby Creecy,”’ as Mr. Cherry was known’ 
to the natives of Congo and Soudan, where 
he spent four years, underwent experiences 
more thrilling in some respects than either 
Livingstone or Stanley. 

Alone he penetrated td parts where no 
other white man has ever gone, narrowly 
escaped death time and again, became the 
instructor, friend, companion, and leader of 
the natives, and for two years was known 
as one of the chiefs of the tribes. : 

Mr. Cherry had visited south Africa ones 
before, and in the summer of 1896 he wag 
commissioned by the Geographical 
of America to conduct geographical explora. 
tions and seek anthropological discoveries. 
During his absence from Chicago he hag 
traveled over 20,000 “miles in the French 
Congo and wastes of Soudan, explored the 
upper Kotto River, discovered three African 
peoples—the Breca, Engazzia, and Lindas 
tribes—and has discovered a speces of ele 
phant which produces no ivory and has no 
tusks, 

The explorer is stopping at the Hyde Park 
Hotel, the guest of Dr. Alexander Harvey, 
After a few days’ visit with friends in Chi- 
cago and Morgan Park he will proceed to 
his old home in Warsaw, IIll., where he will 
spend the holidays. He will return to south 
Africa next year to continue his work. 

Mr. Cherry conducted his explorations ip 
the true ‘‘ Western style.’’ He has proved 
that without a large equipment, special 
knowledge, or the expenditure of money for« 
adyertising substantial- results can be at- 
tained. For years he practically slept in his 
clothes, with his revolver strapped to him 
and rifle by his side. He lived on the food 
of the country and became a native in all 
but color and mind. These, together with 
blanket and scientific instruments, comprised 
his outfit. ‘ | 


‘Kills One Hundred Elephants. 
Although primarily on«purely a scientifis 


| expedition, ‘“‘ Demby Creecy ” returned with 


a supply of ivory sufficient to make him a 
wealthy man. Over a hundred elephants 
fell as a result of the accuracy of his aim. 
In addition he has also collected valuable 
relics as a result of his travels and hard- 
ships. 

Leaving Matadi, on the west coast of Afri- 
ca, in August, 1896, Mr. Cherry went up the 
Congo River to Stanley Pool. by caravan. 
At Brazavilie in the French Congo he was 
detained by the authorities for having arms 
without permission, and they were confise 
cated temporarily. For want of anything 
better to do he went into the service of the 
French government. During his service he’ 
constructed a steamer on which Captain 
Marchand and his troops were conveyed up 


the Nile at the beginning of their famous — 


expedition. 

While working further up the Congo, Mr. 
Cherry witnessed some of the methods of 
French colonization. A tribal uprising was 
in progress. The French had captured « 
number of prisoners. Three women and 
seven men were condemned to death. The 
three women, naked and blindfolded, were 
stood up before a handful of Senegalese sol- 
diers. Unflinchingly they faced the soldiers 
and were shot. A French soldier stepped 
over the bodies and put a bullet into each of 
their brains to end their agonies. They were 
not Amazons, but wives of the natives. 


Horrors of Cannibalism. 


Having had his arms restored to him Mr. 
Cherry left the service of the French gov- 
ernment. He traveled inland by canoe to the 
territory of Bangasson, one of the greatest 
of the N’Saccraw’ chiefsiin the whole Congo 
basin. The day that the explorer arrived the 
chief had just been indulging in a raid ona ~ 
neighboring tribe and had captured 3,000 . 
men, women, and children, who became his 
slaves. They also had brought back hun- 
dreds of human heads. At night a great ban- 
quet was prepared. The heads were care 
fully boiled and the brains eaten. 

Bangasson was a man of family, having 
1,800 wives. Mr. Cherry has a number of 
photographs of the chief. Later Mr. Cherry 
crossed into the region of the Danbandau. 
There he lived with the natives and became 
known as the great white chief, Demba 
Creecy. He taught them astronomy and 
geography, and in return they taught him 
the method of engraving hatchets, spears, 
and other implements. During this 
he made frequent excursions into unknown 
regions and was often called upon by other 
tribes to settle disputes. 

*“‘Among the characteristics of the tribes 
their funeral rites are the most pecullar,” 
said Mr. Cherry last night. ‘“ Instead of 
weeping or dancing after a death the mourn- 
ers proceed to turn somersaults and keep & 
up until exhausted. It js a strange sight to 
see all the inhabitants of a village engaged in 
this pursuit. | 

‘** The new species of elephants I have found 
iPcurious. They are smal! and have no tusks. 
They live in herds and are more cunning than 
the ordinary animal. I think they can be 


transformed into a beast of burden, which -

CHAGRIN AT BOER VICTORY.

LONDON, Dec. 15.—Clearly there is less 
excitement in England over the wrecking of 
the canal treaty than there is in America, 
The’ Spectator proposed at the close of the 
Spanish war the abrogation by the British 
government of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty 
and is now perhaps the only journal that con- 
giders the Davis amendment a matter of 
Ittle importance, since in the improbable 
event of war between America and England 
the battle would be fought on the sea, as 
Captain Mahan has declared, and the victor 


would dictate terms concerning the canal. 


The Spectator is the exception that proves 
the rule. The general trend of opinionin the 
Pnglish press is against the acceptance of a 
mutilated treaty and in favor of falling back 
upon British rights under the older treaty 
and law which are guaranteed by the Ameri- 
can constitution. The language is most tem- 
perate and the importance of the whole con- 
trdversy is minimized as one that concerns 
the honor of the McKinley administration 
more closely than it does the dignity of the 
Salisbury government. The State depart- 
ment, it is pointed out, initiated the negotia- 
tions and Lord Salisbury in a spirit of ac- 
commodatien granted every favor which was 
asked. The Senate has now affronted Presi- 
dent McKinley a month after he was armed 
by the electorate with fresh reserves of 
power, and this has been done aparently be- 
cause the continental railways are not will- 
ing to have the canal constructed. 

This is the English view, whether right or 
wrong, and there is regret that the American 
government, in proposing a settlement of the 
vexatious controversy, has not known what 
it, anted. There is no resentment over the 
evidences of anti-English feeling, if there are 
any, and no English journat is haunted with 
the idea that the two countries will ever go to 
war over the canal. As the whole matter is 
summed up by many journals, the canal will 
het be built and the continental railways will 


continue to carry all the freight. 


Closing of Parliament. 
The closing formalities of the session of 


-Parliament were witnessed today mainly by 
the new members, who considered their pres- 
ence indispensable to an adjournment with 
proper dignity. The minority is not stronger 
in consequence of this session, but the gov-

Yerkes’ Agent in London Says System 
Planned Will Cause No Damage 
to Residences.

A MAHARAJAH’S GIFT.

Elephant parties are the latest form of 


amusement to be invented by Lady Curzon to 


entertain India’s 400. It seems that several 
of the native rulers have taken a great fancy 
to her, and the Maharajah of Durbhunga 
recently made her a unique gift by placing at 
her disposal a magnificent herd of elephants. 

The Vicereine was at a loss to know just 
what to do with the gift at first. Then the 
idea occurred to her of giving an elephant 
party. She arranged it so that each animal 
was to bear a young woman and an attendant 
saint to a rendezvous, where tiffin was to be 


served to the assembled pairs. 

‘Lady Curzon herself rode the largest ele- 
phant in the group, and in her howdah of 
silver was protected from the sun by an um- 
brella of white silk, borderéd with pearis. 
Her mahout carried a silver goad and fly 
fan. The trappings on her mount were em- 
broidered in silk and gold, while festoons of 
pearls hung around the elephant’s ears. 

The first party was such a success that her 
ladyship gave several more, and now the fad 
has developed to almost a craze. 

The humorous side of these affairs was 
supplied by the elephants themselves, who 
insisted on testifying to their affection by 
snatching treasures from passers by, or from 
the bazaars, and bestowing them upon the 
rider.

Princess Beatrice Performs All Social 

Duties of the Sovereign—Regency 

‘May Soon Be Needed.

WINDSOR, England, Dec. 15.—Queen Vic- 
toria’s condition shows mo improvement.

MAY REVIVE THE ROMANCE

Dr. Conan Doyle has finally reveaied the . 
nrue story—for such thing exists—of the 
birth and ‘death of Sherl Holmes, 
** Holmes,” says the doctor, “ made his first 
appearance in ‘A Study in Scarlet.” The 
idea of the detective was suggested to me 
in part by a professor under whom I worked 
in Edinburg and part by Edgar Allen Poe's 
detective story, in which, after all, run the 
lines of all other detective stories which 
have appeared in literature. There are only 
one or two qualities which can be used; and 
the author is forced to hark back upon them 
constantly. So every detective must really 
resemble every other detective to a greater 
or less extent. 

“There is no great originality required 
in devising or constructing such @ man, and 
the only possible originality which one can 
get into a story about a detective is giving 
him original plots and problems to solve, as 
in equipment there must be of necessity an 
alert acuteness of mind to grasp facts and 
the relation which each of them bears to the

.” At’ the time I first thought of the detec- 


tive, about 1886, I had been reading some¢ 
detective stories and it struck me what non- 
sense they were, because, forgetting the 
solution of the mystery, the authors always 
depended on some coincidence.» This struck 
meas not a fair way of playing the game, 
because the detective ought really to depend 
for success on something in his own mind, — 
and not merely on adventitious circum- 
stances, which do not by any means always 
occur in -real life... . 

“The stories, one and all, filled me with 
dissatisfaction and a sort of feeling of how 
much more interesting they might be made 
if one could show a man who deserved vic- 
tory over the criminal or the mystery heis 
called upon to solve. Then I began to think. 


| ‘ Suppose my old professor in Edinburg were 


in the place of one of these lucky detectives, 
He would have worked out by the process of 


would have diagnosed @ disease, instead of 
having something given him by mere luck,’ 
which, as I said just now, does not happen in 
real life. 

Like Poe’s Hero. 

_“ For fun, therefore, I started constructing 
a story and giving my detective a scientific 
system, and so make him reason everything 
out intellectually. 

“That had been done before by Poe with 
M. Durin, but where Holmes differed from 
Durin was that he had an immense fund of 
exact knowledge to draw upon in conse- 
quence of his previous scientific education, 
I mean that by looking at a man’s hand he 
knew what the man’s trade was, as by look- 
ing at a trousers’ leg he could deduce the 
‘character of the man. Practical, systematic 
success in detection of crime was to be the 
fruit, not of luck, but of these qualities.” 

America first discovered Sherlock Holmes 
as a great character in fiction. Holmes made 
his first appearance in “* A Study in Scarlet,” 
published in 1887, but, says Doyle, “! he did 
not arrest attention until three years later 
when I wrote ‘ The Sign of the Four.’ Later 


“I wrote a dozen stories of Holmes’ adven- 


tures for -a London, magazine, and de- | 
termined that they should be the end of Sher- 
lock Holmes’ doings. 

Decides to Kill Holmes. 

“My instincts were.against this, but 
consented to continue with Sherlock, and aid 
twelve more stories, which I called ‘ Memoirs 
of Sherlock Holmes.’ ” 

Regarding the reasons for bringing Sher- 
lock Holmes’ career ‘to an end, Dr. Doyle 
says: 
‘“I was still a young man and a young 
novelist, and I have always noticed the ruin 
of every novelist whose early success has 
driven them into a groove. 
“My objections to detective stories are 
that they only call for the use of a certain 
portion of one’s imaginative faculty—the in- 
vention of a plot without giving any scope to 
character drawing. .The best literary work 
is that which leaves its reader better for hav- 
ing read it. Now, nobody can possibly be 
better, in the high sense which I mean it, by 
reading of Sherlock Holmes, although he may 
have passed a pleasant hour in doing 80, 

“‘ I therefore determined to stop my Holmes 
stories, and as my mind was fully made up, I 
couldn't see any better way than by bringing 
Holmes to an end, as well as the stories.

_“ TI was in Switzerland for the purpose of 
giving a lecture at the time when I was think- 
ing out the details of the final story. 1 was 
taking a walking tour through the country, 
and as I came to a waterfall I thought if a 
man wanted to meet a gaudy kind of death 
that was the fine, romantic place for the 
purpdse. That started the train of ideas by 
which Sherlock Holmes just reached that 
spot and met his death. 

“That is really how I came to kill Sherlock 
Holmes, but when I did it 1 was surprised at 
the amount of interest people took in his fate.

COUNT ZEPPELIN DECLARES HIS 
CRAFT READY FOR WORK. - 


Inventor Says All Defects Have Been 
Remedied and Balloon Can Stand 

- Any Test—New Motors Save Weight 
and Add to the Speed—Promises Fast 
Time When Experiments Are Re- 
newed—Nations Believed Watching 
with Intent to Purchase Patent. 


[Special Cable to the New York World A 
e Chicago Tribune. ] 

BERLIN, gy 15.—Count Zeppelin, in an 
interview in Stuttgart, made the following 
statemeht concerning his airship: 

“ All the defects indicated by the first three 
experiments have now been remedied. In 


the future no gas valve will open at the 


wrong time, no water-cooling apparatus will 
break, no rudder will become saerageinta in 
the ballon covering. 

“In other respects my balloon fulfills all. 
reasonable conditions required of an aerial 
ship destined for long journeys. It floats 
well in the air, is sufficiently strong and safe, 
can be steered, and possesses the desired 
velocity, which, if necessary, can be in- 
creased... Captain von Siegsfeld has calcu- 
lated a velocity of 7.5 meters per second. 
The course wae, however, never straight, 
and, as a matter of fact, the velocity was 
8.5 meters for the widest curve, or one and 
a half times as great as the speed of the 
steamers on Lake Constance. 


Needs Little Rest in the Year. 

“ With such a velocity the ship could be 
used about 300 days out of every year and 
during half of the remainder for sailing with 
the wind. 

“Improvements in manufactures and the 
installation of the newest motors show a 
saving weight of 380 pounds and give twenty- 
five horse-power instead of the sixteen 
horse-power which the motors hitherto used 
for the balloon have given. This represents 
a saving in weight of 760 pounds, and an in- 
crease in horse-power from thirty-two to 
fifty. There is now the possibility of obtain- 
ing six-fold the power with the same a 2 
as the present machines. 

* The practical aim of my ship is not pane 
petition with the railway or steamers. It 
will only come into use when these fail, for 
instance, for a carriage post between Ger- 
many and Scandinavia when the harbors 
of the-Baltic are frozen. 

For Use in Military Work. 

“ {t's most important application would be 
for military purposes. It would be of great 
value for the defensive capacity of a country 
if Dy means of the navigable balloon the 
approach of hostile armies or fleets could be 
detected when still hundreds of miles dis- 


tant. 
“ As soon as the aerial ship has demon- 
strated its utility ali nations Will compete for 


its possession and the money invested will 
return a handsome profit. If my ship is 
abandoned before it has shown what it is 
capable of doing, it will be a long time before 
another inventor will undertake the expense 
and trouble of resuming the experiments.”’ 
About $15,000 has been received by Count 
Zeppelin for further experiments. Trials will 
be resumed in the spring, and it is calculated 
this sum will suffice for twelve ascents.

LONDON, Dec. 15.—The engagement of the 
Duke of Westminster to Miss Shelagh West, 
first announced two years ago, and recently 
formally confirmed by the bride-elect’s moth- 

er, is a happy ending toa romantic story. 

The late Duke, desiring a grander alliance 
for his grandson, sent him to south Africa on 
Sir Alfred Milner’s staff in 1898, hoping the 
separation would cure him of his preference 
for Mrs.” Cornwallis West's fascinating 
daughter. When the old Duke died, the new 
Duke returned to England. This was last 
Christmas. His attachment remained unal- 
tered—in fact, he wanted to marry Miss West 
before going back to the war, but his mother, 
Countess Grosvenor, who also disapproved 
the match, prevailed upon him to postpone 
the wedding until he was safe from the war. 

Up to this time his betrothal had never 
heen officially announced, but, at the timeof 
Lady Randolph Churchill's marriage to Lieu- 
tenant West, Mrs. West gave out a state- 
ment to the press that there was no truth in 
the reports of the engagement of her daugh- 
ter to the Duke of Westminster. The ex- 
planation ‘offered is that the Duke had wan- 
dered from his allegiance and Miss West had 
thrown him over. 

Furthermore, when he was returning to 

this country a month ago, it was significantly 
announced in the press that Miss West had 
left England for a lengthy stay in Silesia 
with her sister, Princess Henry of Pless. 
But no sooner had the Duke regained his 
native soil than he offered such amends to 
Mrs. West that Shelagh returned from Si- 
lesia and the engagement was formally 
promulgated. 
Countess Grosvenor still keeps aloof and 
the only occasion on which Miss West has 
been in public since the announcement was 
in company with the young Duchess of Marl- 
borough, whose ingenuous chagrin at the 
Duke of Manchester's choice excites no small 
amusement in -her circle.

The much-talked-of handicap contest be- 
tween Lightweight Joe Gans and Feather- 
weight Terry McGovern took place at Tatter- 
galls Thursday night as advertised and was 
won by Terry in the second round. On paper 


the match appeared to be the best that was 


ever arranged in Chicago, but unfortunately 
it turned out to be the worst, or one of the 
worst. The conditions of the match indicated 
the contestants would crowd more fight into 
the six rounds, the limit, than was ever wit- 
nessed in this or any other city. It-was 
thought Gans, with his handicap of height, 
reach, and weight, not speaking of his ring 
experience, cleverness, and hitting powers, 
would give Terry the hardest battle in the 
latter's fighting career. Good judges of pu- 
gilism figured that with a pull of from ten to 
twelve pounds in the weights and his known 
ability as a star fighter, Gans would punch 
Terry as he was never punched before. The 


conditions of the match permitted Gans to. 
weigh in at 133 pounds at 7 o’clock the even- 


ing of the contest and as that would be at 
least three and a half hours before entering 
the ring it was safe to bet he would weigh at 


» jeast 137 pounds at the call ef time for the 


contest. This would give him enough weight 
advantage to knock dents into Terry's tough 
anatomy. 

That, and the fact he had contracted to 
knock out Terry within the limit, was mag- 
netic enough to pack the big Sixteenth street 
building as it was never packed before for an 
entertainment of its kind. Sports came from 
all parts of the country to witness the con- 
test—came with the expectaion of seeing the 


greatest and fastest fight ever pulled off in’ 


this neck of the woods. They came prepared 


* to pay from $2 to $5 a seat, according to the

bulge of the wallets, and when they arrived 
in the city and learned that the only seats 
left were in the hands of the speculators they 
were forced to pay the fancy prices asked. 
The fight was advertised as the greatest 
affair of ite kind that was ever scheduled. It 
was a handicap match, much the same as that 
hetween Frank Erne and McGovern. 


The conditions of the match indicated a 
tough, hard fight, and that is what the crowd 


Wanted and expected, but unfortunately it’ 


did not witness it. That, however, was not 
Terry's fault. He fought as he always 
does. He began operations as soon as his 
feet struck the eenter of the ring by jolting 
his left.on.Gans’. jaw. and.from that on 
handed Joe everything he had in his fight- 
ing category. His principal point of at- 
tack was the body, and he undoubtedly put 
in some hard ones. So, from his end of the 
fight, everything was allright. It was Gans’ 
miserable showing that disgusted the crowd. 
His well known hitting powers and his 


>. science, of which so much had been sald, 


were not in evidence. He looked scared 
when he put up his hands, and after re- 
ceiving that first left punch on the jaw, 
which rocked him a bit, -he turned ashen 
and seemed arxious to dodge the issue. 
Terry, however, would not permit this, and 
kept after him as if he had contracted to do 
the knocking out. He backed Gans into 
a corner and threw hot shot into Joe's body 
before the contest had been in progress ten 
seconds. Gans came out of the scrimmage 
leg weary. He acted like a man who had 
been hurt and appeared more anxious than 
ever to avoid McGovern’s punches. The 
blows the latter pumped into the body were 
of the short, jolting order, and one or more 
of them may have touched the right spot, 
and if such was the case Gans’ leg weariness 
is accounted for. Gans claimed the first 
body blow he received took his breath away 
and made him think of things other than 
fighting. Such may have been the case, as 
he, and he only, knew the effect of the body 
blow, or blows, he received in that first 
berimmage. At any rate, his every effort 
was weak after that. He took to the floor 
when it appeared as if the blows did not 


have enough force behind them to send him. 


down. He went to the canvas the first time 
from a blow which landed on the side of his 
head. He received, however, a body jolt 
just prior which may have hurt. He went 
down repeatediy during the contest, but it 
struck me it was more through leg weari- 
hess than anything else. The blow whicn 
sent him down for the count was a short 
right-hand jolt under the chin and may have 
affected him. At least, I took it for grant- 
ed it was hard enough to upset him. 

The fight after Terry landed that first 
Punch on the jaw, and after the first mixup, 
during which Gans received those body 
blows, was a miserable affair from the Gans 
end.

AIMS TO PROHIBIT PRIZE FIGHTS. 


Alderman Patterson Will Introduce a 
Resolution to Prevent Boxing Shows. 
The Council will be asked tomorrow night 

to declare against public boxing contests. 

The movement grows out of the McGovern- 

Gans flasco and Alderman J. C. Patterson of 

the Twelfth Ward, who will introduce the 

resolution, desires it to be understood that he 
is in no sense a “‘ reformer.’’ In the resolu- 
demran Patterson has pre 

Thursday night's” &t Tattersall's is 

characterized as a "‘ hippodrome ”’ which was 

prearranged for gambling purposes.” 

If the resolution passes the Council the 
Mayor and Chief of Police will be directed to 
prevent all public contests in the future. 
Alderman. Patterson says that he has suffi- 
cient pledges to insure the passage of his 
resolution. 

Alderman Patterson says that he is not 
connected. with the campaign against vice 
and even confesses that he is an admirer of 
boxing, but opposes the continuation of the 
present methods of conducting boxing 
matches. 

The resolution which Alderman Patterson 
has prepared recites the fact that the recent 
contest was given under the sanction of the 
city authorities, and that thousands of per- 
sons paid admission fees to witness the con- 
test. It charges that they were defrauded 
out of their money paid for admission, and 
further that the affair was ‘“‘ prearranged for 
gambling purposes."’ It calls on the city offi- 
¢ials for the enforcement of the ordinances 
and the prevention of such contests in the 
future. 

The salient points in the resolution are as 
follows: 

Whereas, Exhibitions of boxing or rri - 
tests have taken place in the City of hicage pur- 

rting to have been held under the sanction of 
fhe municipal authorities of this city, and that 
several of said so-called contests bore evidence 
of being prearranged affairs for gambling pur- 

PWhereas. That portion of the public who desire 

to patronize boxing exhibitions and sparring con- 

tests have been defrauded into paying admission 
fees to witness such contests which are in fact 
hi romes; and, 

ereas, The latest affair of such kind took 
place on’ Thursday evening, Dec. 13, under the 
auspices of the Tattersall’s Athletic club, which 
affair was widely advertised as being a: sparri 
contest on its merits between two of the not 
boxers of the country; and; 

Whe . The contest when brought ‘off, bore 
every evidence of being a prearranged affair and a 
hippodrome of the rankest kind, where®y thousands 
of ple were defrauded, and whereby, it is cur- 
rently reported, that thousands of dollars wagered 
on the outcome was fraudulently won by a coterie 
of gamblers who had knowledge of the arrange- 
ments made to have the contest result as ar- 


ed; and 
Oe Whereas. Such fraudulent practices should not 


be countenanced and those peop e who have been 
arranging and running such affairs and defrauding 
the public thereby should not be permitted to 
longer continue so to do; be ! 

Resolved, That the City Council of the City of 
Chi o hereby expresses its disapproval of the 
so-called ee contests, rticularly the fraud- 
ulent gen which took place at Tattersall’'s on 

The resolution concludes with the instruc- 
tion to the Mayor and Chief of Police of the 
city to take all precautions and to use all 
the means necessary to prevent the holding 


of such contests in the future. 


In the meantime sports are wondering 
whether the people connected with the man- 
agement of the Tattersall’s Athletic club 
will be made to suffer for Thursday night's 
affair and refused future permits. As yet 
nothing has been said officially to indicate 
such an intention upon the part of city offi- 
cials. 

It is conceded there is littie chance of the 
bout announced to take place at Tattersall's 
week after next between Walcott and Choyn- 
ski being permitted. Walcott not long ago 
boldly faked a fight in New York and the re- 
port that he had been engaged to come to 
Chicago after so palpable an exhibition 
caused surprise and was one of the things 
which stirred up feeling against the conduct 
of recent local shows. 

The rest of the principals in Thursday 
night's affair left for the East yesterday. 
McGoverr and his manager Sam Harris went 
to Newport News, Va., and Al Herford, the 


manager of Gans, went to Philadelphia, | 


where he intends to sue the Penn Art Ath- 
ltic club and will try to prevent the Maher- 
Ruhlin match at that place. Herford says 
he owns 25 per cent of the stock in the club 
and has not received his share of the profits. 

McGovern took away more than $5,000 as 
his share of the receipts of the Tattersall’s 
show. During the year 1900 the Brooklyn 
boy has earned in the ring and on the stage 
nearly double the salary of President Mc- 
Kinley. McGovern’s share of gate receipts 
and purses for the fights he has engaged in 
since: Jan. 1 amounts. to $70,000. Besides he 
has received nearly $25,000 for his work as an 
actor in the play ‘‘ The Bowery After Dark,”’ 
giving exhibitions, and umpiring ball games.

Money Muss was plainly the hero of the 
race, and Owner Wood was highly praised 
for his sportsmanship in starting him with 
such crushing impost over a track which was 
not to the colt’s liking. Eleven started in 
the race. Tonicum was reported to have 
outworked everything in the race and was 
therefore made favorite. He grew in favor 
as the betting proceeded and went from 2 to 
1 down to8to5d5. The Morris pair, Fake and 
Choice, were next in demand, although they 
were always as good as 5tol.

Nat’s Barly Childhood. 

In the meantime his brother Nat, seven 
years younger, seemed to evince an even 
stronger inclinatio# for @ of saljing and 
designing boats. -When the merest baby 
he often sat on the beach for hours watchi 
the boats out in the harbor, with no desire to 
play, but perfectly content to gaze at the 
white sails, so that many times he was found 
sleeping peacefully near the water's edge. 
He was little more than a baby when he be- 
gan to whittle small models and boats from 
stray bits of wood, and in a few years the 
toy boats were hollowed out, rigged and fitted 
with all the smallest details. These boats— 
not models, but toys with which he played— 
were remarkable for the delicacy of their 
lines, their beautiful and exquisite construc- 
tion, and, above all, for their careful fidelity 
to detail. With these small craft Nat ex- 
perimented and varied their construction ac- 
cordingly, but in every boat he preserved 
the same conscientious regard for accuracy in 
every particular. 
attribute to Nat Herreshoff’s character. , 
In the year of ttle Tadpole’s initial vic- 
tories John made his first important model, 
a twelye-foot catboat, Meteor, and the fol- 
lowing season found Nat, who was but 8 
years old, his constant companion in the 
races and cruises in which this boat took 
part. It wanted but little time before Nat 
was able to manage it entirely himself and to 
venture out alone; thus Meteor was both the 
first boat modeled by John and the first boat 
sailed by Nat. 

Beginning in the days of Meteor—a boat 
whose history is a fit example of the constant 
connection between the lives of the two 
brothers—Nat became John’s devoted com- 
panion, accompanying him on his various 
sails and walks, for misfortune had rendered 
the elder brother unable ever again to model 
or steer a boat. 

Family Moves to Bristol. 
Throughout the following five years Nat 
spent his leisure hours cruising about Nar- 
ragansett Bay in small craft of various 
kinds, and year by year gave increasing evi- 
dence of what would be the one absorbing 
interest of his life. It was during this period 
that the Herreshoffs moved from Poppa- 
squash to Bristol, and made their home in a 
jiarge, old fashioned house on Hope street, 
at the lower end of the town, where Mme. 
Herreshoff, with two of her children, still 
lives. The house staod on the east side of 
the street, and from the further side the 
bank descended abruptly to the beach, which 
was broken into on the north by a rude 
wharf of rocks and earth; at the head of 
this wharf stood a low, roughly made and 
most dilapidated building, which had served 
as a tannery before its purchase by Mr. Her- 
reshoff. 

On the site of the old tannery there now 
stands that one of the boat shops in which 
the cup defenders are built; the old, low 
wharf has given place to the long pier on 
which, eighteen months ago, stood an en- 
thusiastic crowd, heartily cheering Colum- 
bia as it glided into the water, proudly car- 
rying its designer on board; even a portion 
of the grounds of the old house is occupied 
by the machine shops of the company. 

A short time after Mr. Herreshoff had set- 
tled his’ family in the new’home he proceed-

Returning, the whole affair would be dis- 
cussed in every particular from start to 
finish, and the boys would receive much wel- 
come and valuable counsel from their father, 
who was fully competent to advise on the 
subject. His own catboat, Julia (since he 
had met his wife his boats had borne no 
name but hers, and he was never without 
an exceptionally swift catboat), was con- 
sidered to be the standard in the trial races 
to which his sons subjected every new boat. 


Tannery Becomes Workshop. 


In 1861 John Herreshoff, then in his twenty- 
first year, concluded to establish a boat build- 
ing business, using as a workshop the old 
tannery. Magic, a fast catboat, was the first 
to be launched, followed the next winter by 
a forty-tWo-foot sleop yacht called Qui Vive 
-—a most happily chosey name, as it proved. 
Among the large number of vessels bullt in 
the old tannery were the sloop yachts Sadie, 
Kelpie, and Ianthe, which, racing with ex- 
traordinary success at New York and Boston, 
brought into prominent notice the now firm- 
ly established Herreshoff Manufacturing 
company. Sadie was afterward sold to a 


member of the Burgess family, of whom Ed- 


ward later became himself a boat designer. 
For him and his brothers Herreshoff bullt a 
number of boats, being also intimate with 
their family, while Edward Burgess and Nat 
Herreshoff were close friends as young men. 

It often is erroneously stated that Nat 
Herreshoff followed in the footsteps of Bur- 
gess, whereas the latter formed his ideas 
while at the Herreshoffs’, and was imbued 
with their theories before taking up their 
profession. 

Besides pleasure yachts and racing craft, 
John also built several boats used for men- 
haden fishing which were capable of a high 
rate of speed. In the designing of all his 
beats he was materially assisted by his 
father and by Nat, who in 1866 left his home 
for a course at the Institute of Technology. 


In completing his studies he entered the 
Corliss engine works at Providence, R. I., 
and during his connection with this com- 
pany made a short trip to Europe, where 


he visited the principal shipyards. Through- 
out his stay at Corliss’, which was pro- 
longed until he entered his brother's firm in 
1878, Nat regularly spent a part of every 
week at home, employing the time tn making 
designs for his brother's use and in working 
out the experiments in which he was con- 
stantly engaged. 


Shadow Justifies Its Name. 


The result of one of these attempts ap- 
peared in 1871 as the sloop yacht Shadow, 
which proved to be as fleeting as its intan- 
gible namesake, differing in several impor- 
tant points from its predecessors. It car- 
ried off the prizes of many races, and its 
success encouraged Nat to progress even 
further from this new departure. _ 

About the time of Shadow’s triumph be- 
gan a period of steam yacht and steam 
launch construction, which extended over 
a term of eighteen or twenty years, by no 
means, however, to the exclusion of sailing 
craft. Small torpedo boats and launches 
were built for the United States government 
and. those of several European countries: 
and to South America were sent a number 
of small torpedo boats which had been de- 
signed by Nat to be built in sections, these 
to be fitted together after their transpor- 
tation. James Herreshoff's most important 
invention, the coll boiler, having been per- 
fected by Nat, yielded such excellent re. 
‘sults when t tried in the open launch 
Vision that it wes speedily adopted for 
general use. It must be understood that 
both John and Nat Herreshoff are unusually 
well versed in the science of mechanics as 
applied to the construction of steam engines 
and machinery, Nat having invented and 
improved numerous appliances relating to 
the same. In 1876 he designed for the 

o station at Newport a sixty-five foot 
Lightning—a nar- 


row open launch, with a speed of twenty 
knots. The iitth boat was recently de- 
stroyed, but Nat Herreshoff has in his pos- 
session a slab of wood bearing a metal 
plate engraved with the name “ Lightning,” 
the sole relic of the first boat built for our 
navy by the Herreshoffs. | 
Develops the Catamaran. 

That same year saw another of Nat Herres- 
hoff's many achievements—the catamaran. 
The designer effected so great a change in 
these remarkable craft (which were rarely, 
if ever, seen beyond a small portion of the 
Pacific Ocean) that in a moderate breeze 
they attained the speed of a steamboat. The 
two hulls, which were formerly connected 
by stiff braces, he made light, and, placing 
a ball and socket joint at the point where 
they were joined by the braces, allowed 
them to work independently of each other. 
One of Nat's few pastimes was to race 
Amaryllis, his first catamaran, with the 
Providence and Fall River steamer, a boat 
of no mean speed; after allowing its rival 
a generous start the catamaran would quick- 
ly overtake it and cross its bows a few times 
before returning. Upon its first appearance 
at the Centennial races Amaryliis was great- 
ly ridiculed; but after is first race the opin- 
ion of the “ wise’’ yachtsmen of the day 
was reversed. 

A few years later appeared the steam 
yacht Magnolia, and soon after Say’ When, 
Now Then, and Vamoose, all exceedingly 
ewift steam yachts, which increased the al- 
ready spreading fame of the Herreshoif 
brothers; Ballymena is a beautiful example 
of their fast yet commodious steam yachts 
of more recent build. Probably the fastest 
of their steam yachts was Stiletto, built in 
18835. There are many who will remember 
the plucky littie yacht’s race with the fast 
steamer Mary Powell on the Hudson, when, 
after outdistancing its larger rival, Stilettv 
turned and crossed its bows. Stiletto’s speed 
so appealed to the government that it was 
purchased to serve as a dispatch boat; and a 
few years later torpedo boat No. 1 of the 
United States navy—Cushing—was ordered 
of the Herreshoff firm. Among those of 
more recent years, Porter, Dupont, and Mor- 
ris have established an especially fine record 
for themselves. 

New Bra in Sailing Yachts. 

The last period of the Herreshoff brothers’ 
work has been one of sailing yachts, begun 
in 1890 with the construction of the twenty- 
six-foot Pelican. In it Nat embodied the 
germ of those ideas which in Gloriana marked 
the commencement of a new era In the con- 
struction of sailing yachts. The latter's 
deep keel, raking bow, and overhanging stern 
were the result of years of patient experi- 
ment and study. That the new design was 
successful has been proven by the construc- 
tion along the same but still more improved 
lines of the cup defenders. The triumph of 
Vigilant, Defender, and Columbia are inci- 
dents of contemporary history well known 
to yachtsmen and landsmen alike. That 
next year’s cup defender will be bulit by the 
Herreshoffs (and will incidentally win the 
cup) is a matter of small doubt in the minds 
of either class. 

To John Herreshoff's unremitting perse- 
verance is due the financial prestige which 
enables the firm to meet the demands the 
building of a cup defender creates, for since 
his early beginning in the old tannery he has 
steadily adhered to his ambition to establish 
a name for himself as a boatbuilder. He 
is a shrewd man, of marked business abili- 
ty, and is moreover thorougtily conversant 
with the details of his business. His fa- 
miliarity with the lines of every boat pro- 
duced is second only to that of the designer 
himself. 

The latter, who is the younger member 
of the firm, is a quiet and retiring man, so 
much so that one recognizes in his excessive 
modesty the hall-mark of genius. Nat Her- 
reshoff is his own severest critic. Not oye of 
his achievements satisfies him, and he works 
indefatigably to attain his aim—perfection.

GANADA CUP RAGE AUG.I 


CHICAGO YACHT CLUB DECIDES 
ON DATE FOR THE CONTEST. 


Canadians Want an Earlier Selection, 
but Defenders Prefer a Later Time, 
and Finally Agree on a Compromise 
—Local Yachtsmen Have a Busy 
Season Ahead with the Building of 
a New Clubhouse and Preparations 
for the International Sail.

The series of international races between 
the Chicago and Royal Canadian Yacht clubs 
for the Canada’s Cup, to be sailed just off 
Chicago, will commence on Aug. 10. 

There is hardly any doubt now about that 
being the date. The Canadians suggested a 
week earlier, and the Chicago Yacht club's 
choice was for tht third or fourth’ week of 
August. 

Last night Commodore Thorne said: . 

“I think you can safely say the cup races 
will commence on Aug. 10. We would have 
preferred Aug. 24, but have been willing to 
meet the Canadians more than half-way, so 
we wrote today that we would consent to 
Aug. 10, but could not consider any earlier 
date. That is the earliest we care to race, 
and -there is no doubt the Canadians will 
agree to it. We also forwarded them the 
articles of agreement already signed by us. 
There is nothing more to be done, and I wish 
to say we are greatly pleased at the agree- 
able and easy manner in which the negotia- 
tions have been carried on. The creditable 
work of the Chicago Yacht club’s 1899 Cup 
committee made everything easy for us this 


time.”’ 


Basy Year for Local Yachtsmen. 

What with building its new clubhouse and 
defending the Canada’s cup, it begins to look 
as if the Chicago Yacht club has two pretty 
large contracts on hand for the coming year, 
and financially it may have a hard struggle to 
carry them through successfully. 

It is rumored that the *‘ touching commit- 
tee’ appointed to raise the $20,000 building 
fund finds gathering subscriptions rather 
slow work, and the conservative suggestion 
is said to have been offered that the club @ill 
need all its energy and finances for defending 
the international trophy won for it by the 
Rochester yacht Genesee, and that the club- 
house project had better stand over for an- 
other year. But Commodore Thorne and the 
new administration were elected on a build- 
the-clubhouse ticket, and they are not likely 
to abandon the project. 

In view of all that is to be accomplished 
within a few months, now is the time for 
all the hundred and fifty members to makea 
long pull, a strong pull, and a puil all to- 
gether. Nothing else will do, if the proposed 
clubhouse is to be built and finished In time 
for the international races here next August 
and the Canadians defeated in their effort to 
carry away the cup which they won once be-* 
fore from the old Lincoln Park Yacht club’s 


Vencidor. 
Desirability of a Clubhouse. 

The Royal Canadian Yacht club enter- 
tained the Chicagoans in a fine clubhouse on 
the occasion of Genesee defeating Beaver at 
Toronto in August, 1890, and it is, of course, 
eminently desirable that the Chicago Yacht 
club should have a more pretentious home 
than its present quarters in which to enter- 
tain the Canadians when they come here 
next summer. But—and it is a large but— 
what would it profit to build a fine new club- 
house and lose the cup? Such a contingency 
is not pleasant to contemplate, and that is.

Two years ago, when the Canadians 
were called upon to defend the cup 
they built six trial boats, which com- 
peted keenly for the honor.

It would be an inexpensive way of getting 
an extra boat for the trial races, but one 
would have to be blindly enamored with 
Prairie to believe the boat could be made 
fast enough to defend the Canada’s cup. 

Commodore Charles H. Thorne has helped 
the game along by purchasing Briar, the 
yacht which was not finished in time

The club scarcely would want to defend the 
cup with a Canadian-built yacht, and if the 
next best was relied upon it would be “ pie ”’ 


for the Canucks. No one seems to have 


thought of buying the cup winner, Genesee, 
as atrial boat. Yet this seems a better prop- 


osition than purchasing Beaver, rerigging 


Pratrie, or presuming that Briar is a winner. 

The probablility_is the Chicago Yacht club 
will have to rely chiefly upon its own 
resources and boats to defend the cup. 


If the Rochester Yacht club feels the 
same next summer as it does now 
there will not be any fast yacht 


sailed by a skilled skipper and well-trained 
crew coming here from Charlotte Harbor for 
our trial races. Down East it is pretty gen- 
erally understood on both shores of Lake 
Ontario that the Rochester yachtsmen would 
not be altogether sorry to see the Chicago 
Yacht club lose the cup, as they feel they 
then would stand a good chance to get it 
themselves by winning it away from the 
Canadians in 1902.

PENSIONED soldier of good 
character was employed to sell 
| tickets at the turnstile of a 
great outdoor exhibition. A 
| magnificently shirt-fronted act- 
| ing manager and his second in 
| command suspected this man’s 
honesty. 


OOK no counsel with detectives, but 
earked a number of coins and sent people 
with them to pay entrance money. At a 
little after 9 o’clock in the evening hey 
pounced upon the suspected man. They told 
him that they thought he pocketed money, 
and they dared him to be searched. Many 
fellow-servants heard the charge, and were 
present when the man not only consented 
but demanded to be searched. Two clumsily 
marked quarters were found on him. He 
protested his innocence and tried to explain 
how he might havg got. possession of the 
coins, but no one evén listened to him. 

A constable was called and the man was 
taken to jail, with a mocking crowd of people 
at his heela. Near his pay-box was another. 
Among the silver paid over at this second 
box and at the box of the man in custody 
were found the remainder of the coins that 
had been marked. The acting manager also 
found that the money in both tills corre- 
sponded with the tickets sold. This ought 
to have warned him that he had made a 
mistake, as also should the fact that the 
second pay-bex man tried, in a feeble fash- 
fon, to speak to him and explain how the 
accused man might be innocent. 


Innocent Man in Jail. - 

The unhappy pensioner spent from Satur- 
day night till Monday morning in jail, his 
poor wife and four young children suffering 
agonies in the meanwhile. On the Monday 
the man wae charged before a magistrate, 
who soon found that the money and the 
tickets sold exactly tallied. He insisted upon 
having the second pay-box man put up asa 
witness. Then it came out that during the 
course of duty ¢wo of the accused man’s 

ung children came to their father’s pay- 

x. He, inorder to give them some coppers, 
went to his colleague and changed $1 of his 
own. For his coin he received two separate 
quarters and five dimes—all out of the till 
of his colleague. He happened to get two of 
the marked quarters.

Year after year these same 
men have put away the sails and covered the 
funnels. of the steamers, while, stevedores 
toiled with the cargoes. The stewards have — 
been put in charge and duties turned into that 
of watchmen, while the boats lay alongsids 


the wharf, with lines out that are not t to a 


be thrown off their posts till spring time 
comes, andwhich hold the hull in the cur- 
rent of the river as solidly and as silently 
as the Auditorium is held by the side of 
Michigan avenue. 

Then the sailors disappear and are seen 
about the boats no more until] the robin 
comes back from the South and the.grass. 
grows green on the lawns. If the sajior is 
so fortunate as to have a home, he goes 
there, and tells his wife and his egy of 
his adventures and his and 
umphs on the waters and in the ports here 
and elsewhere. 

The sailor who has no home gathers his 
belongings into a bundle and goes forth to 
his lodging-house. Time was when many of 
these lined Clinton street in the vicinity of 
Lake street, but the business of shipping has 
moved and now most of these homes are 
stowed away in the buildings along River 
street. Little more is offered to the man of 
the lakes than the accommodations of the 
forecastle of the crafts that ply from harbor 
to harbor.

Out from the back room comes the fumes

Oll lamps came down by wires from the.

the wind and snow can. come. There is 
enough of it. This class of men can be found 
on the skyscraper in the course of construc- 
tion far above the ground, with the sleet and 
the rain pounding against them, or slipping 
from bent to bent by the ald of a rope, where 
no landsman would dare to go. They teem 
down to Wolf Lake and put up the years 
supply of ice, they brake on freight trains, 
they work on the streets, and they drive the 


piling along the river. 
Protect the Cribs. 


Few Chicago people realize that they are 
in the hands of hardy sailors these days with 
the wind off the lake. But there they are 
with pike poles at the ports of the water 
cribs, battling with the ice that comes in 
floes with the wind or the ** needle” ice that 
stops the swirl of the water into the tunnel. 
There they are, way out in the lake, some- 
times for days without things to eat or fire 
to warm by, with the spray from the waves 
dashing over them and their trembling 
home. Yet they smoke their pipes and sirg 
their songs and crack their jokes, and care 
paught for thé waves or the water. When 
the weather changes and the warm sun sinks 
further south for the year they go back to 
the city and seek for summer work. Later 
they go past the same crib with their cargoes 
of merchandise, yet outside a age circle of 
friends and admirers, perhaps, their deeds 
of bravery are unheard of. 

Days for rigging ships will come. Sailors 
will do again the things they have just un- 
done. They will mend planks, 
run ropes through crying pulleys, and at 
last lift the covers from the funnels. The 
sailor with the paintpots will again crawl up 
the sides of the smokestack, and the diver 
will again squint his glass eye along the - 
bottom of the boat. Then the lodging-house 
and saloons will have a new class of patrons,

Traders Looked for Decline. 


Among the big traderg in the street opinion

Eight Treaties of Alliance. 


The treaties establishing the alliance be- 
tween Great Britain and Portugal are ¢ight 
in number, several of them having never yet 
peen publicly promulgated. According to the 
terms of these treaties, some of which date 

to the last century, England binds her- 

to defend Portugal against al] foreign 
in ne and external aggression. For the 
of enabling her to carry out her 

ty obligations in this particular, she has 
fedeived Under these agreements authority 
from Portugal to enter and to occupy all the 
latter’s ports, the Tagus being specifically 
priantioned.

ME teaching for the adult blind 
of Chicago is the end sought by 
Harry 8. Prescott of London, but 
at present living at 850 La Salle 
avenue. Mr. Prescott has been 
blind for more than twenty years, 
and he is representing an English 
society which has made @ spe- 
clalty of books in the ** Moon type,”’ designed 


for persons who have become blind in adult 


life and whose fingers have not been trained 
to follow the intricacies of the ordinary let- 
ters of the alphabet, or the small points of 
the Braille system. Home teaching for the 
adult blind, rather than any representations 
of a special type, however, is the object of the 
English missionary, and he hopes to see « 
meee society take up the work as a char- 
y. 

Through Mr. Prescott’s efforts in Bos 
last summer, the State Legislature has ap- 
propriated $50,000 for teaching the adult 
blind of the State, and three teachers have 
been chosen to carry on the work. The Per- 
kins Institute of Boston will have direction 
of the expenditure of this fund, which had 
been recommended by .the State Board of 
Education. New York and Philadelphia have 
been making experiments in this work, one 
teacher having been named for each of these 
cities. All these are working independently 
of the Moon society, however, the sole object 
being to teach the blind to read In any type 
that is. practicable. ' 


Unessential Parts Eliminated. 


-- For-many years the Moon type has been 


in use in England, though it is comparative- 
ly unknown in the United States As far 
as possible, it is made by eliminating por- 
tions of the letters of the alphabet that are 
not important and leaving the characteristic 
lines in their simplest form. These char- 
acteristic portions of each letter are raised 
no fligher in the embossed paper than are 
ordinary letters for the blind, but they are 
so simple in form that the roughened hand 
of a ‘blacksmith or carpenter can readily 
pick them out. By a system of groupings 
only eight characters are used to represent 
the letters of the English alphabet. As in- 
dicating the system, one may begin with 
the first letter of the alphabet. | , 

The letter A is represented by As the cross bar 
being dropped. For the letter V, the character 
stends without change. simply being inverted. 
The letter K has an angle similar te that of A 
and V, so the vertical line is eliminated, leaving 


‘the Moen type Kas <. The letter X has four 


similar angles, and all but the obtuse angle on 


‘the left is omitted, leaving the letter stand as 


>. Thus A, V, K and X of the Moon type re 
spectively area. V, <4 and b&. 
The whole theory of the Moon alphabet is 
that the fingers of a person who loses his 
sight after he has reached maturity are 
too roughened and too incapable of after- 
training to grasp the delicate intricacies of 
any other system. 


Simplicity of Alphabet. j 
The simplicity of this alphabet may be 
seen in the photographic reproduction of a 
page from one of the Moon books. It is the 
account of a tiger hunt, and, sitting at a 
typewriter, reading for himself and transpos- 
ing it to paper, Mr. Prescott turned out in 
type this first page. There are a few errors 
in the copy, but considering that the fingers 
of a man blind for twenty years, did the work, 
removing one hand from the keyboard to 
read before he copied, it is well done. The 
first line is read: from left to right and the 
second from right to left, and so on, ag indi- 
cated by the brackets. ; 
Mr. Prescott’s work is a charity. He is 
representing Moon's society of England, a 
charitable organization which is issuing 
books in the Moon type at the cost of pro- 
duction. It is his purpose here, if possible, 
to interest the charitable people of Chicago 
in taking up the work of teaching to read 
those blind residents who lost their éight 
too late {n life to avail themselves of the 
State schools for the sightless.

“It is not considered ‘that searching out 
these blind unfortunates and teaching them

It is estimated that there are 70,000 blind 


persons in the United States and that 70 


cent of them are adults. Thousands

Within the last forty years Great Britain 
has had more than seventy societies look- 
ing after the unfortunates of that kingdom. 
Free circulating libraries are established in 
most of the cities, from which 200,000 vol- 
ames are loaned every year. 

Harry 8. Prescott. who represents the Moon 
society of England, was born in Australia. 
One of his eyes was destroyed by an acci- 
4ent when he was 16 years old and from 
that time.the other eye lost power until 
he became totally blind at 21 years old. He 
was educated in the Moon type at the Mel- 
bourne Institute for the Blind, and in 1877 
he began as a teacher for the blind. He 
worked there for more than twenty years, 
following the home teaching plans. Many 
of the societies organized developed into 
echodls for the blind and into clearing-houses 
for the disposition of goods manufactured 
by the blind. 

Mr. Prescott is of athletic figure and moves 
about a room in a way to lead one least to 
suspect his infirmity.

Portugal and the Netherlands in connection 
with a dispute between the Dutch and Portu- 
guese authorities at Lourenzo Marquez at the 
moment of the President’s embarkation there 
for Europe, serve to call attention to the pa- 
thetic spectacle which Oom Paul presents, 
knocking at the door of one European gov- 
ernment after another in vain appeals for 
intervention in behalf of his beloved country. 
He is not, however, the first to undertake 
weary and disappointing pilgrimages of this 
kind, and odysseys quite as sad and equally 
fruitless are on record, the best known being 
probably that of President Adolphe Thiers, 
who, when more than 80 years of age, trav- 
eled from one end of Europe to the other in 
1870-’71 entreating the various monarchs and 
governments to intercede with Germany, 
which at that moment had France crushed 
berreath her heel and Paris surrounded with 
an impenetrable circle of death-dealing siege 
guns.

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CAUSE OF GLACIERS. 


‘New Theory to Account for 
the Prehistoric Coating of 
Earth with Ice. 


DIFFICULT OF PROOF. 


NTISTS are discussing a new 
theory of the causes of the gla- 
ciation of the Northern and South- 
ern Hemispheres that gives an un- 
known, unseen sun the credit for 
so disturbing the whole planetary 
system that a coating of ice was 
the result upon the earth. G. B. Rea- 
gan of Albuquerque, N. M., looks far- 
| ther for the cause of the glacial epoch than 
4 any of the geologists who have so far pro- 
muigated their theories.. He believes that 
the sun has its orbit determined by a mag- 
petic center—another, larger sun—and that 
in traversing this orbit there is a difference 
in the inclination of the sun’s axis, and a 
gonsequent inclination of the axes of the 
attendant planets. This inclination at the 
time when the glacial epoch began, according 
te Mr. Reagan, was great enough to bring 
the arctic and antarctic circles down to 60 


degrees.instead of 66% degrees, as at pres-. 


ent, It would make besides a greater differ- 

. ence between the summer and winter tem- 

peratures. And it would also cause, during 

; the winters, a greater atmospheric pressure 

over the high latitudes and a lower atmos- 
pheric pressure in the tropics. 

The theory is one for astronomers and 
meteorologists rather than for geologists, 
who have, however, often stopped pounding 
focks and classifying mountains to put em- 
barratsing questions to some speculative 
brother with a theory of the glacial epoch. 
Agassiz and Tyndall had to stand the ordeal, 
and more recently other scientists have put 
forth ingenious theories, only to find that 
they had overlooked some of the conditions 
pecessary in the spreading of a layer of ice 
over the earth’s surface. 

The tertiary epoch, which preceded the age 
of ice invasion, was a veritable golden age, 
with a climate like that of Eden, for even 
in the arctic regions have been found the 
fossils of tropic flora and fauna.

The models 
will attempt to uphold this wage scale as 
far as possible. They will codperate with 
the painters and sculptors, and they hope 
also to secure for themselves better recog- 
nition as a distinct professional class. It is 
proposed to establish down-town headquar- 
ters, where all models may register and 
where the artist who is painting or model- 
ing an angel, @ Holland peasant, an Italian 
beauty, or a Spanish cavalier may secure at 
once the appropriate model. ; 

The professional models of the city now 
form a small but well recognized class of 
men and women. There are four large art 
schools in the city, and the number of artists 
in the studios of the Fine Arts Building and 
the Tree Studio Building and other private 
studios throughout the city has greatly in- 
creased. This makes business good for the 


‘models. The Art Institute daily employs as 


high as twenty models, usually professionals, 
and the model bill sometimes runs up to $120 
for the week. The School of Illustration and 
Smith’s Academy of Art are also large con- 
tributors to the pocketbooks of the models. 
There is a constant demand for suitable 
models among the photographers who do 
commercial work for advertising and cata- 
logue purposes, 


Not every ene whe is willing to pose will 
make a model. .There are requisites of form, 
feature, and: color, and subtle qualities of 
@haracter’ expression, recognized by 
artists,.which. are: rare and seldom found 
combined in the same individual... It’ often 
happens that an artist is compelled to com- 
bine the best qualities of a number of models 
before he can get the desired result in\his 
picture. Posing. is hard work. -Let any ohe 
try to stand in the same position for fifteen 
minutes. He will find that nerves and mus- 
cles promptly rebel. Yet there are trained 
models who are able to hold a pose for an 
hour at a stretch before relieved by the wel- 
come call.of **‘ Rest.”” The usual pose, how- 
ever, is twenty or thirty minutes, with ten 
minutes’ rest. 

The trick of posing is to distribute the 
weight of the body on both the feet and to 
‘adjust the muscles so the strain is as evenly 
distributed as possible. This is not easy, 
but comes with training. Models are often 
required to keep up a constant course of 
athletic training in order to keep themselves 
in condition. | 

Models, like stage people, have their own 
specialties and sometimes carry their own 
costumes. One young man of lithe and 
graceful form is often to be seen in the so- 
ciety illustrations in the current magazines.

Perhaps the most interesting part of each 
chapter, however, is the sumimary and the 
bibliography, which comprises not only the 
‘standard works in history, but all articles 
_ bearing on the subject which have recently 
‘appeared in current publications. No de- 
‘nominational line is drawn in references to 
sources, and no appeal whatever is made to z 
the denominational bias of the study. Ap- Pe 
pended to each chapter is a list of questions 
for pupils and teachers, and it is recom- 
mended that the teacher demand written pa- ° 
pers during the year. 

The book presupposes an interest on the 
part of Bible teachers in the scientific worth 
of the subjects which they give their 
classes each Sunday. The demand is made . 
that all Sunday schools “‘ should have a cur- 
riculum of study as carefully. and as intelli- 
gently graded as any other school, and that 
this curriculum should include a thorough 
course in biblical history.’’ 

Up to a certain age the child cannot be 
expected to care for the hietorical side of the 
Bible, but at the age wher history is taken 


occupy the Sunday school for at least three 
or four years. After such a course any 
student would be in a position to use his his- 
torical knowledge as a basis for further 
study of the literary value and the religious 
teachings of the: Bible. 


URGE HISTORICAL STUDY. 

Those who have seen advance sheets of the 
book say the strength of the work lies in the 
enthusiasm behind it. The desire animating 
the compilers is expressed in the words of the | 
preface that ‘‘ the book ds intended to facilli- 
tate a thorough historical study of the life 
of Jesus, and through this it is our hope that 
it may contribute to the religious well-being 
of those who use it. Were it not for this 
hope not one page of the book would have 
beeh- written. Recognizing that biblical 
study and instruction have their highest end 
in the cultivation an@ development of the 
moral and religious nature, and believing 
that the study of the life of Christ is ina pre- 
eminent degree useful for this purpose, we 
have taken up this work in the hope that 
through the use of it many yoting men and 
women ‘ may believe in Jesus Christ, the Son 
of God, and, believing, may have life in his 
name.’ But we have not for thig reason feit 
it necessary to append to each chapter a list 
of religious lessons. The benefit to be gained 
from this study is not to be réaped at the 
end of each day’s work. It will come through 
the larger knowledge of Jesus which the 
study will give, and the true fellowship with 
him to which such knowledge will lead those 
who have open minds and teachable spirits.”

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A REALLY GREAT AMERICAN SCHOLAR 


Thomas Lavidson, Learned, but Almost Unknown. 


[FROM THE LONDON sPECTATOR.) 
= “IHERE passed away the other da; 
in a hospital at Montreal a really 
mgreat American scholar, who 
ai might have easiiy laid claim to 
having been, at the time of his 
death, one of the dozen most 
learned men on this planet. Liv- 
jing a quiet, retired life in a 
mountain farm in the Adirondacks, the most 
anworldly of men, caring absolutely noth- 
ing for money or fame, the late Thomas 
Davidson, whose name is probably unknown 
to most of our readers, was one of the most 
gifted and remarkable nren of the latter half 
of this century. To enumerate his writings, 
learned and important though they are, is 
to convey no idea of a spiritual personality 
to whum some (and among them the present 
writer) owe nota little. It was not the opin- 
jons of this ‘“‘ scholar gypsy ”’ which influ- 
enced his frierfds, for he was the most in- 
consistent of men, passing through phase 
after phase of philosophic thought, and con- 
testing’ in the afternoon the doctrines he 
had urged.in the morning. Whimsical, ve- 
hement, impatient, his satire and argument 
flowing like a torrent, and his dogmatic spirit 
sometimes carrying him to lengths he had 
never intended, yet to know Thomas David- 
gon was to love him, and not a few are the 
young men now coming to the front in Amer- 
lean philosophy and scholarship who owe a 
guickening stimulus to that bright and eager, 
albeit angular, personality. 
Mr. Davidson was American by adoption, 


not by birth. He came from that-nursery 


of strong men where in his time they did 
iterally cultivate literature on oatmeal— 


»Aberdeen; and he was at the university at 
(@ specially brilliant era—that of Robertson 


Smith, Minto, and W. A. Hunter—all, alas! 
gone prematurely over to the - majority.

"Went over to Canada, but soon crossed the 


border into the United States, where he took 


‘ap a-position as high school teacher in St. 


Louis. People who think of the Western 
American cities as given over to trade and 
Materialism would have been surprised had 
they found themselves in the St. Louis of a 
generation ago, for it was one of the great 
centers of philusophy. The eminent man 


who is now at the head of the Federal Educa-- 


tion bureau in Washington was then editing 
at St. Louis the Journal of Speculative 
Philosophy, then the cnly metaphysical or- 


* gan in the English language (to our shame 


be it said). The reason why this remark- 
able movement of pure thought centered in 
St. Louis was because of the immigration of 
German students and thinkers who had fled 
after the suppression of the 1848 rising, and 
many of whom settled down on the banks 
of the Mississippi. St. Louls ever after has 
been noted for Germans, philosophy, and the 
best beer in America. In this society Thom- 


as Davidson found congenial souls, and to. 
/iiterature with oatmeal there succeeded the 


cultivation of philosophy with beer. They 
might have been at Leipzig or Heidelberg, 
Save for the absence of dueling and other 
German formalities. Life was simplified and 
heightened by excursions into the forests 
@nd participation in the wild life then possi- 
‘Ble, but which the railway and the progress 
@ industry have almost destroyed. The 
‘whole episode is indeed a delightful little bit 
of idealism in a rather prosaic century—plain 
living and high thinking, a finely strung in- 
teliectual life hand in hand with simplicity 
and industry. 

Thomas Davidson would have delighted 
Goethe; the Wanderjahre of Withelm Meis- 
tf was Davidson's own life. He, too, held 
‘hat “ to give room for wandering the world 
Was made so wide.”’ As thorough an Amer- 
Mar as though he had been’ born within the 
Madow of Bunker Hill, he nevertheless was 
Bo classic in feeling that he yéarned for the 

“palms and temples of the South,” and he 
Bad his wish gratified. Attached, largely 
“Mrough Longfellow’s generous influence, to 
ie examination department of Harvard 
University, he soon, had the opportunity of 
fepairing to'Athens, where he studied Greek 
etcheology. And here it may be said that 
Mrhaps Davidson was one of the greatest 
imguists of his age. Well grounded in Greek 
and Latin (abie, after the good old medieval 
pin, to speak as well as to read Latin), he 
Staincd complete mastery. of modern Greek

within a few months o/ reaching Athens. He 
could make a speech in that ‘anguage as 
easily as did Mr. Gladstone in the Ionian 
Islands... He spoke and read French, Ger- 
man, Italian, Spanish, and Norse with ab- 
solute ease. He did his philosophic thinking 
in German rather than in his own tongue. 
He acquired later on complete efficiency in 
Hebrew and Arabic, and was fairly well 
versed in Czech, Russian, and Magyar. He 
néver forgot a single word he had ever 
learned. His admiring friends tested him 
on one occasion in Greek. He never missed 
once, giving not only the ordinary but ex- 
ceptional meanings, and stating in what 
authors-they were to be found. He could 
repeat most of Aristotle’s Ethics from end 
to end in the original. He knew word for 
word that difficult second part of Faust, 
which at times baffles even German profes- 
sors, but his supreme love was Dante. He 
knew the whole of the Divina Commedia, and. 
students who had read his introduction to 
Scartazzini’s handbook to the great Tuscan 
know how. Davidson ente into the soul of 
Dante.- Thus did this simple, hearty, big- 
brained Scottish-American wander over the 
globe. Today in his little villa in the Italian 
Alps, tomorrow in a lovely rose covered villa 
in Capri, again among the slashed-faced stu- 
dents of Heidelberg, then at Athens, or at 
rooms in London, or in the halls of Oxford 
and Cambridge, or under the shadow of the 
State House in classic Boston—thus did he 
absorb culture, study the-world, and charm 
and entertain his hundred friends. 

It is rather dangerous to be a great linguist, 
for the chances are that you will be nothing 
else—like Cardinal Mezzofanti. But Thomas 
Davidson was a contradiction to all rules. 
Though he missed being a great thinker he 
had a powerful, philosophic mind. Like all 
that St. Louis group, he had begun by being 
a strong Hegelian, but he lived to denounce | 


Medieval in his conception of (and we might 
say in his impersonation .of) the wandering | 


philosophy; he took up the study of Thomas 
Aquinas, Outside the ranks of the profound 
Catholic scholars, there are few who can 
say they have mastered the Summa; one of 
those few was Mr. Davidson. One must not 
hold him finally to anything, but at the time 
he wrote his learned work on Rosmini, the 
modern Catholic antagonist of the Jesuits, 
he certainiy believed that Aquinas, based 
on the philosophy of Aristotle, had come 
nearer to solving the great riddle of being 
than any other thinker. In addition: to the 
work on Rosmini, which is scarcely appre- 
ciated in Eng.and, Mr. Davidson must have 
some credit for stimulating the Pope in the 
preparaiion of his celebrated encyclical on 
Aquinas. There are not, it is, safe to say, 
many laymen who have had three hours’ 
contidential. talk on philosophy with Leo 
X111., but Thomas Davidson was one. He 
was also intimate with some of the religious 
orders, and knew not a little of the inner life 
of the Catholic church, with whose art and 
devotion he sympathized as much as he de- 
tested its politics. He loved Italy as a man 
loves his bride, and in Rome he foregathered 
with the veteran Mamiani and others who 
had helped in the risorgimento. His work 
on Aristotle as an educational thinker is one 
of the finest and most helpful treatises on 
education written in our time. 

If the linguist is a specialist, the philoso- 
pher is regarded as a pedant. But it was 
the charm of this wandering scholar that 
he was ever human and ever young. Like 
Abou ben Adhem, he loved his fellow-men 
and was as friendly with his old Italian 
housekeeper, who believed in ghosts and 
saintly protection, as with the learned men 
whose friend and correspondent he was. 
The present writer can see him now, em- 
bracing a genial Captain of the Alpine regi- 
meht stationed in the Italian mountain tewn 
where for a time he made his home. He 
was not quite a saint, but he loved much and 
he shall be forgiven much. He could have 
kept Socrates company over the amphora 
while the rest were under the table and 
could have gone forth to teach with as clear 
a head. A unique character, built on a solid 
Scotch foundation, polished by travel and by 
thought, and with the bright and eager tone 
of the American, he was the best example 
in our time of the medieval wandering 


scholar.

CASH FOB THE CITY GOVERNMENT. 

Preliminary reports from all the depart- 

ments of the city govenment but four make 
it clear that the department estimates for 
the ensuing year will exceed by probably 
$4,000,000 the total revenue of the city 
during the same period. In the effort to 
make the demands of the city officials come 
within the possible resqurces of the city the 
Council Finance committee will be com- 
pelled to make large cuts in the figures pre- 
sented. That no more money should be ap- 
propriated than is in sight is a business 
axiom which. ought to require no demonstra- 
tion. Nor should department heads be al- 
lowed to plead as an excuse for neglecting 
or slighting necessary public work that they 
have not been given the requisite amount of 
money to cover the necessary expense. 
. It has been demonstrated over and over 
‘again within the last few months that what 
is needed in the City Hall is not a larger 
amount of money to spend but a business 
like and honest eystem of expenditure of 
the money which is available. What the 
city needs and must have before it can ex- 
pect to get its work done properly and 
promptly is a competent and business-like 
administration of city affairs. 

The investigation of the Board of Public 
Improvements by the Civil Service commis- 
sion demonstrated beyond question not only 
that the city does not get full value for the 
money it pays out for public work but that 
the heads of many of the various bureaus in 
the Department of Public Works, to put 
it in the most charitable form, are entirely 
incompetent to fill the places which they 
occupy. A similar if not a worse state of 
affairs existe in the Police department. On 
the testimony of the Police Inspectors them- 
selves the present trouble with the police 
force is not so much the lack of men or 
money as the presence on the force of a lot 
of politicians who are allowed to draw big 
salaries without giving the city anything of 
value in return. If further examples are’ 
needed, the contrast the other day between 
the janitor service in the County Building 
and that in other buildings privately owned 
will furnish them. The City Hall is quite 
as dirty as the County Builing, and, in the 
same way, a larger number of janitors than 
necessary is employed at big wages to do 


| work which is practically left undone. 


The first thing which is needed in all 


branches of the public service is a realization 


on the part of public servants that they are 


expected 
wats they draw, ‘district has an assegsed valuation of $260,- 


and are not given places merely as a reward 
for political services. Under present con- 
ditions there will always be a demand for 
more money than the city has or can get 
to spend, and the city work, asit is now, will 
be always left undone or done in a shiftless 
and unsatisfactory way. 


‘ MONEY WASTED ON CEDAR BLOCKS, 

Figures compiled for the annual report 
of Controller Kerfoot show that Chicago 
taxpayers have spent $25,000,000 for cedar 
block pavements alone in the last thirty- 
seven years. A large proportion of this 
money was wasted, and the largest problem 
that now confronts city property-owners is 
that of repaving the worn-out cedar block 
streets with something more durable. We 
have at last come to the point where the ma- 
jority of citizens realize that a cedar block 
pavement is really the most expensive, be- 
cause the least durable, of all possible pave- 
ments. It is a pity Chicago did not learn 
this lesson long ago, for there have been 
times when city realty could have stood the 
cost of laying good pavements more easily 
than it can- under present conditions. 

Of the $84,000,000 spent for street pav- 
ing in Chicago since 1863 no portion has 
given such poor returns as that invested in 
cedar blocks. Though this kind of paving 
may be laid for about $1 a square yard, or 
one-half what brick or asphalt costs, it does’ 
not last one-half so long. Many streets in. 


this city have been laid with cedar pave- 


memts half a dozen times. Even when thi 
sort of pavement is laid with perfect hon- 
esty of workmanship, it ceases to be a good 
pavement in about a year, and after that 
it is rough, unsanitary, and in constant 
need of repairs. If not kept in repair it 
s0on becomes a public nuisance rather than 
a public improvement. ‘ 

The undesirable nature of cedar block 
pavement has been so thoroughly proved 
that there should be no more of it laid in 
Chicago. If there are some districts where 
the residents have not yet realized the folly 
of the penny wise, pound foolish policy of 
using this material it might be well to forbid 
them to do it by public authority. If the 
$25,000,000 sunk in wooden blocks had 


been invested in durable pavement Chi- 


cago would now have as many paved 
streets as it has, and the pavements would 
be in far better average condition—provided 
always that the work had been done by hon- 
est contractors. It is time to cease making 
the perennial mistake that has been costing 
the city so heavily. 


THE BEST REFORM AGENCY. 

President Macfarlane of the New York 
Reform club recently. made this pointed 
statement in an after-dinner speech before 
that club: | 

After having to do with reform movements for 
twenty years, and looking back as I do upon an 
unbroken record of complete failure, I have ac- 
cepted the conclusion that the conditions we com- 
plain of are, like most evils, due to ignorance— 
ignorance on the part of the poor and the lack of 
patriotism in the sordid, selfish, greedy, ignorant 


| rich. The only cure for conditions here in New 


York is a gradual enlightenment of the ignorant 
classes—the ignorant poor and the ignorant rich. 

What Mr. Macfarlane says of New York 
is equally true of Chicago. Long experi- 
ence has shown that intermittent spasms of 
reform accomplish little permanent good, 
An occasional raid upon the haunts of vice 
by the virtuous cures none of the evils at- 
tacked. The moment the reformers return 


_to their regular business the vicious ele- 


ments also return to theirs, and things are 
as bad as before. So long as the masses of 
the poorer people are too ignorant to realize 
how they are injured by a reign of vice, and 
80 long as the rich are indifferent, any last- 
ing reform is impossible. An occasional 
good Mayor may make a comparatively 
clean administration, but ignorance and in- 
difference will not retlect him. No reasona- 
ble degree of decency in municipal affairs 
can be counted upon as a certainty unless |

REDUCE THE DRAINAGE FLOW. 

The most sensible suggestion at the recent 
conference on the drainage canal was the 
one made by ex-Mayor Roche to the effect 
that the Legislature be asked to amend the 
law so as to allow of a smaller flow of water 
than the 840,000 cubte feet per minute 
now demanded. This would help solve all 
the hardest-problems in the situation. The 
strong current in the Chicago River has in- 
terfered with navigation, and this has cre- 
ated the cry for the hurried expenditure 
of more millions in improving the river. If 
the current were reduced there would be 
no need for haste in these improvements. 
There would be no need to double the rate 
of ‘taxation for drainage purposes or to 
issue $10,000,000 or $20,000,000 of bonds on 
which to pay interest. 

The present flow of water through the 
river Is. greater than is necessary for the 
dilution of the sewage. Probably the resi- 
dents of the Illinois River Valley as well as 
those of St. Louis are convinced of this 
fact by actual observation. The present 
flow. is also greater than is needed for pur- 
poses of navigation on the Illinois River—at 
this time. It would not injure a single val- 
ley interest to reduce temporarily the flow 
through the drainage canal enough to stop 
the present inconvenience suffered by Chi-, 
cago shipping. Then the work of deepen- 
ing the river and substituting bascule 
bridges could be completed gradually with 
the ordinary income of the district. — 

As President Jones has pointed out, the 
existing law contains two incompatible pro- 
visions. On the one hand, it calls for 340,- 
000 cubic feet of water, and on the other it 
limits the rate of taxation to one-half of 
1 per cent annually. One or the other of 


these features must be changed, because 
as ! with the municipal government when these

It is bétter 
to change the flow of water than to raise the

They are not as 


The flow can easily be increased by the 


order of future Legislatures when the in- 
terest of the valley people is found to re- 
quire it. The Legislature now about to 
convene should be asked to amend the drain- 
age act so as to reduce the flow to a reasona- 
ble amount. | 


THE USEFUL AND ORNAMENTAL. 

The Municipal Art league of Chicago has 
issued what it calls “the platform of the 
league,” in which a large number of munici- 
pal improvements of a more or less artistic 
nature are urged. No objection can be made 
to any of the items of the platform from 
an artistic standpoint. Chicago would be 
a much more attractive city could they be 
carried out. The artistic tastes of Mr. 
Ashbee and Dean Stubbs might be satis- 
fied. But granting all this, is not the artis- 
tic adornment of a city a little premature 
while the material conditions remain as 
they are? Is it not the useful rather than 
the ornamental of which Chicago stands 
most in need? | 

There are two or three planks of the 
league’s platform, such as the harmonious 
grouping of business or private houses be- 
longing to different owners, the planting, 
cutting, and watering of street lawns, the 
keeping of buildings in repair, the con- 
version of vacant lots into playgrounds, and 
the improvement of the surroundings of 
depots, freight stations, and steamboat 
landings, which are clearly practical and 
which would not be affected by existing 
conditions. ‘These are not so much artistic 
as useful improvements. As to the re- 
maining planks, however, what would be 
the use of attempting to carry them out? 
Why appropriately color elevated railway 
structures and stations and the exteriors 
of buildings when but a short time after 
painting they would all be reduced to the 
same color by the clouds of coal smoke in 
which they are constantly enveloped? The 
league says “improve the designs for signs 
on business buildings.” This is imprac- 
ticable because merchants have an idea 
that they know better than any league of 
artists can know what is most likely to 
attract the eye of the passer-by. The league 
advises the planting of shade trees and 
shrubbery on the house lawns. But how 
will the league protect them against hood- 
lums who take delight in marring everything 
beautiful? The property-owners cannot and 
the police will not protect them. What is 
the use of “uniform designs for news- 
stands in the streets” unless the league 
ean furnish uniform designs for newsboys 
of an entirely different style from the ex- 
isting types? Lastly, the league urges “ im- 
provement in decorative treatment of busi- 
ness wagons and trucks.” Would not the 
contrast between artistic wagons and 
trucks and the filthy streets of this city 
be somewhat violent? How long would 
the vehicles remain artistic? A com- 
promise might be reached, perhaps, by plac- 
ing wooden busts of the merchants on their 
wagons and trucks, like the figure-heads 
the old wooden ships used to carry, but 
this should be the present limit of vehicular 
decoration. 

Before the league begins making the city 


artistic it should lend its efforts to every 
movement tending to make it clean, other- 
wise the city would look like a dowdy woman 
arrayed in finery. Before art begins its. 


and-the streets should be kept clean. . Then 
it bey time enough to think of beauti- 
fying the city. |

It is possible that some timid 
outsiders, reading the reports of the fre- 
quent robberies in the streets of Chicago, 
have felt that it was unsafe for them to 
come here to do their shopping. If so, their 
absence is not observable. The streets are 
crowded with strangers. But these rob- 
beries occurred. To refuse to make men- 
tion of them so as not to alarm nervous 
visitors would be dishonest and useless. 
Suppression of unpleasant facts, whether 
in relation to an epidemic—as when the' 
St. Louisians suppressed the fact some 
years ago that there was considerable small- 
pox in their cify—or in relation to crime, 
never does any good. The facts always 
leak out. They would do so if all the 
papers were to shut their mouths submis- 
sively and declare in chorus that this was 
the best governed and most virtuous of 
communities. 
If there is an excessive amount of crime 


parts of the country, it is the duty of the 
newspapers to “complain of conditions” 
and to inquire into the causes of these 
conditions. When they discover that an 
invitation has been extended to the hobos 
of the United States by the head of the 
municipal government to spend the winter 
seasons here they are quite justified in ob- 
jecting to an invitation which has such 
unpleasant consequences. 

The exposure of evils must precede their 
cure. It would be better for the Mayor 
to do all in his power to remedy unpleasant 
conditions of the existence of which Chi- 
cagoans are aware, instead of finding fault 
with Judges and others who call atten- 
tion to such conditions, especially when they 
can be remedied. It is not necessary that 
there should be so much crime or so many 
criminals in this city. That being the 
case, the first thing to be done to im- 
prove the situation is to call attention plain- 
ly and often to whatever is amiss, without 
regard for the feelings of men connected

CHRISTMAS SHOPPING. 

Christmas shopping is now at its height 
and for a little more than a week the streets 
and stores will be crowded with customers, 
Pleasant as the annual holiday is to those 
who buy and to those who expect to 
receive, as well as to the shopkeepers whose 
balance sheets at tke close of the year will 
make an improved showing by reason of 
holiday sales, there is one class of the com- 
munity which will regard it with dislike 
and will probably be glad when it is over 
and thjngs get back to their normal condi- 
tions. The overworked clerks will rejoice 
quite as fervently on the day after Christ- 
mas as their customers on the day itself. 

Christmas week to the clerks in the larger 
stores means increased work, late hours, and 
an increased strain, worry, and nervous 
tension sufficient to age them prematurely. 
Nor do they always have increased pay for 


fortunate in this regard as the artisans. 
The Utah State Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, with a-.nice regard for this class of 
the community, has issued a set of rules 
which they not only pledge themselves to 
observe but urge all other women to observe 
also. There are only four rules, but if they 


to relieve the clerks of their increased bur- 
dens and would make Christmas shopping 
much easier for the buyers themselves. 
The Utah women pledge themselves (1) not 
to shop or market on Saturday afternoon, 
(2) not to-shop or market after 5 o'clock,

to delay Christmas shopping until the last 
few days before Christmas. 

All these rules are sensible and perfectly 
practicable and if they were generally adopt- 
ed would strip the holiday season of many 
of its terrors as well as relieve its intense 
strain. There is no good reason why all 
the Christmas shopping should not. be fin- 
ished before next Saturday night. This 
would give the overworked clerks two or 
three days in which to get their breath 
again and an opportunity to enjoy Ohrist- 


mas like other people.

‘Growth of German Wavy. 


HE German empire is making strenuous efforts to 
strengthen and develop its navy in all its branches, and 
the results so far have been thoroughly satisfactory. 
During the present year two of the new cruisers have 
been placed in active service, a third will be added 
within a month from pow, and two more are in course 


of construction. 
The lesson of the Spanish-American war has con- 


far more effective than the heaviest guns, and for that 
reason the original plan of armament has been greatly changed in the new 
cruisers. They will be armed with eighteen 15-centinfer and twelve 8.8 
centimeter rapid fire guns each instead of six 10.5-centimeter and eight 8.8- 
centimeter rapid fire guns, carried by the cruisers of the older type. On the 
other hand, the number of heavy guns has been reduced. The cruisers of 
the older type carried six 28-centimeter guns in turrets, while the cruisers of 
the new type will only carry four 24-centimeter guns each. , 

Important changes have been introduced in the armor system. The 
new cruisers will have a thinner armor al! around, but it will reach below 
the machinery for managing the guns. The armored deck reaches to the 
lower edge of the armor belt, thus better protecting the boiler-room and 
other important parts of the hold. It has been found advisable to increase 
the coal carrying capacity of some of the armored cruisers of the older type 
to enable them to cover greater distances without running short of fuel. 
for the sake of an experiment the Hagen, one of those cruisers, was cut in 
two and a piece was inserted between the two halves, thus lengthening the 
ship 8.6 meters. The experiment proved successful and at the trial trip 
the speed of the cruiser showed no perceptible diminution compared with its 
‘former speed.

ES | Congregation Did All Work on Thoburn Methodist Episcopal Church, 


HERD is a church being bullt out 
at Sixty-fourthand Paulina streets 
} on which no walking delegate has 
ever called a strike, which ig just 
, as well, as a dozen walking dele- 
f gates t come past and give 
fall kinds of distress signals and 
no one pay the slightest at- 
tention to them. re are union men at 
work on this church, an@ they toil side by 
side with non-union men and don’t throw 
hammers at each other, but Ive in peace and 
concord, The workmen do not insist on the 
eight-hour schedule, as sometimes they work 
ten hours and tweive or fourteen, and they 
are entirely satisfied with their wages, which 
are exactly nothing at all. The toilers on 
the church are at work early Monday morn- 
ing and long after dark on Sunday evening 
the clatter of their hammers can be heard 
for blocks. Sometimes they rest up by 
gathering inside the unfinished building and 
singing “‘ To the Work, To the Work.” Then 
ad pick up their hatchets and saws and get 
y ‘ 

It is Thoburn Methodist Episcopal Church 
that is being built in thismanner. It is being 
constructed entirely by the members of the 

congregation, and is being built from the 
foundation atone to the top of the slender 
spire by the willing hands of the people who 
some day, not far distant, worship within 


Not one penny for abet has bese or will be 
paid for the construction of Thoburn Church. 
In the congregation are enough sorts and 
conditions of men and women, too, not to 
speak of the children, to do whatever kind 
of work is required. There are carpenters 
who atténd to the putting up of the frame 
worband the nailing on of the boards,.

are brick maeons, who have put down the.

walls, There are lathers waiting for their 
upportunity and the nterg are aching for 
their day to dawn. © Atter what demand 
for a certain kind of labor has arisen in the 
building of Thoburn Church some member of 
the congregation Kas been found who could 
step forward do it with a master hand. 
Even when tite time comes for the completion 
of the work on the steeple there is no fear 
but what the occasion will raise up from the 
methbership of Thoburn Church a half dozen 
om ge jacks all ready and anxious for the 


Added to the skilled artisans in the church 
have been the clerks and the professional 
ten who have worked as apprentices under 
the skilled eyes of the builders and whose 
soft hands have wielded axes and laid 

- bricks and wrestled valiantly with the stub- 


born mortar. The women have done their 
part by making coffee while the men worked 


and the children have acted as helpers and 


carried heavy timbers to where they were 
needed and packed bricks arid tugged with 
heavy buckets of mortar. This work all 
had to be done in odd hours. The members 
of Thoburn congregation are not wealthy. 
They have their own work to do just as they 
did before t idea of Thoburn Church 
existed. But before going to their work they 
have put in a half hotir ‘of an hour at the 
church, and after coming home at night 
tired with.a day’s hard toil they have gone 
to the church and worked until far into 
the night. On Saturday half holidays they 
rested up by working on the church, and they 
gave thanks on Thanksgiving day for the 
biessings that have been vouchsafed them 
through the year by wcecrking might and 
main on Thoburn Church. 

The leading spirit in all this work and the 
one who conceived the idea of the church is 
the Rev. D. D. Vaughan, or “ The Little 
Minister ’’ as he is better known by his peo- 
ple. “The Little Minister’ has not only 
prayed for the success of Thoburn Church 
and preached sermons to his people on the 
beauty of self-denial, but he has personally 
led and directed all the work. On Sunday he 
ts in his place in the pulpit of the rooms 
temporarily occupied by Thoeburn Church 
congregation, but on Monday morning he. 
appears in overalls and blouse and does 
everything from failing up scantling to 


running down to the hardware store five. 


blocks away ‘after 50 cents’ worth more of 
tenpenny nails. 


The Rev. Mr. Vaughan is a young man, but 


he is energetic and he is intensely in earnest. | 


Before he graduated from Northwestern Uni- 
versity last June he went to Dr. J. M. Cald- 
well, the Presiding Elder of the Chicago 
Western District, and asked for a charge. 


‘There was no charge for the young man. 


Still Dr. Caldwell said that he knew of a 
place where theré was no Methodist Church, 
but where there ought to be one... Mr. 
Vaughan wanted to know where, and the el- 
der said that it was some place in the vicinity 
of Paulina and Sixty-third streets. Without 
another word “ The Little Minister’ went 
out and engaged two vacant storerooms at 
Sixty-second and Ashland avenue and passed 
around bills in the neighborhood announcing 


that on the next Sunday there would be serv-_ 


tees in these rooms. Besides writing his first 
sermons for the services he had planned the 
young minister put in his mpare time in per- 
sonally wielding an ax and knocking out the 
partition that divided his twa rooms. He did 
the job in a workmanlike manner and lured 
in some plasterers, who patched up the holes 
in the telling. 

Then the “ Little Minister”’ went out and 
borrowed chairs from everybody that had a 
chair to lend, and on the following Sunday 
morning, with a volunteer choir that he had 
hurriedly mobilized and drilled, he held the 


first services of Tho 
conducted the Sunday-school, 
forty pupils as a beginning. 

After the second Sunday the young minister 
decided that his two vacant storerooms were 
not suitable to the needs of a growing church, 
and that a building must be erected. It costs 
money to build churches, and the treasury 
of Thoburn Church was necessarily an aching 
void, as it had not even been instituted or 
thought of up to that time, The young pas- 
tor sallied out and made a tour of every 
wealthy Methodist in town, but he did not 
meet with much success. Some helped him, 
but others thought there was no field fora 
church in the vicinity where the young min- 
ister wished to billd one. So he dropped them 
and turned to the people of the neighbor- 
hood. He went to the saloonkeepers and 
pointed out the advantages that would accrue 
to a neighborhood in which a good church 
stood, and some of the saloonkeepers started 
@ subscription. Some gave two-fold and 
some four-fold, and some ten-fold. The 
grocery men gave, and so did the bakers and 
the butchers and the liverymen, and, in fact, 
every line of business in the neighborhood 
Was willing to help out. 

Thus the money was raised to buy the ma- 
terials for the church, which it was estimated 
would cost $3,000, all the money of this sum 
being in sight. 

But there was no money to pay the labor. 

The labor was necessary. Lumber and 
brick and lath and pilaster are of little use 
lying in piles. ‘ You've got your material,” 
said the scoffers fo the Little Minister, “ but 
where’s your money to pay your masons and 
carpenters and plumbers?” “‘ We don’t need 
money for that,” declared the minister. “‘We 
can do that ourselves.”” And so he called 
his flock around him and led them over to 
the church site, and without any more words 
they all went to work, and have worked up 
to this day. And as a result the Thoburn 
Church is almost completed. The church 
is only 64x36 feet, but it will have a seating 
capacity of 500, and although the Methodist 
Church has a rute that -no church can be 
dedicated until it is freed from debt, the dedi- 
cation of Thoburn Church will take place 
just as soon as the last nail is driven and 
the varnish.is dry on the new pews.

They were the 
ancestors of the modern lobsters and crabs, 
iné.the armor they wore has preserved their 
forms in a wonderfully perfect way. 

» A part of the collection comes from Cin-

He always kept a stock of them in his

today.

Mhe age of ancient life called Paleozoic, 
“when as yet nearly all of the earth was cov- 
“red by water. Naturally, under’ such con- 
ditions, the ocean swarmed with a varied 
"and multitudinious fauna, and among its 
most interesting inhabitants were armored 
fishes of an-order long since passed away, 
twhich probably fed to a large extent upon 
Trilobites. 

» There were many species of Trilobites, and, 
mhough mostly small, some were quite large. 
mand at least one kind attained a length of 
mearly two feet. They looked just a bit like 
the modern horseshoe crabs, which are their 
mearest representatives today, and so vastly 
Rumerous were they that a single block 
of mud a foot square, hardened into 
atone, will sometimés contain as. many as a 
dozen of them, all as perfect and as lifelike 
ms if they had been crawling about on a 
Meimonger’s stall twenty-four hours pre- 
Miusly.. Doubtless they were good to eat, if 
ther had on /pand to eat 


They congrégated in such immense num- 
Bers that today strata of rock, representinz 
“me hardened mud of the ancient sea bottom, 
are found - literally crowde with their re- 
mams. Protected as they were by an armor 
m™ “chitine’’—one of the most imperisha- 
sme of known substances—they had’ every 
ofbeing preserved as fossils, whéen- 
they chanced to be buried in the shoal 
Water detritus. Immense numbers,of them 
are found in parts of Vermont, wherever the 
ozdic rocks occur, and all over west- 
em New .York they are plentiful. The same 


arrived 


may be said of the upper Mississippi Valley, 
south of St. Paul, the neighborhood of the 
St. Croix River, along both shores, being 
epecially productive of such fossils. Another 
rich locality is Antelope Springs, in Utah. 
They have a commercial value, these an- 
cient crustaceans, though it varies accord- 
ing to the species and ney rarity. 


The Trilobite was erelenes a scavenger. 
Like the modern crab, he ate anything that 
he found dead. Every now and then, as he 
grew bigger, he doffed his suit of mall, just 
as a crab or lobster does, and became ea 
“soft shell”’ until tender skin hardened 
into a fresh coat of ,proof armor. . It seems 
probable, indeed, that many of the fossil 
specimens dug up nowadays are casts not 
of living Trilobites but of their discarded 
Shells left in the Paleozoic mud. Others are 
doubtless casts of dead ones, but in many 
cases the fact that the creatures were alive 
when buried is made manifest by the cir- 
cumstance that they are coiled up, the head 
joining the tail in such a way as to protect 
the soft, unarmored pa beneath the body. 
Apparently, however, only certain species 
were able to coil themselves in this manner, 


\other kinds being never found in this atti- 


tude. ‘Those which could coil seem to-have 
come into existence later than the others, 
inasmuch as they never occur in the more 
ancient Paleozoic rocks. 

It is curious to see how nature, so many 
millions of years ago, performed the opera- 
tion of making casts, which man has so 
newly learned, employing usually the same 
material—namely: lime, For example, the 
Trilobite gets. buried in the mud of-the sea 
bottom, which in the course of time becomes 
dry land and is converted into rock. Then 
water percolates throughtherock and washes 
out all the particles that composed his body, 
carrying them away and leaving a perfect 
mold of his form. But water é¢arries car- 
bonate of lime; and this substance is de- 


posited around the inside of the mold, grad- 


ually filling it up until it has only to be 
broken in order to reveal a perfect image of 
the vanished crustacean. It wasin this way, 
in fact, that the fossil Trilonites were 
served. 

Later on in the Paleozoic epoch, though 
still contemporary with the Trilobites, 
crustaceans different sort, 
somewhat lobsterlike and attaining great 
sige. To them the name “ Eurypteroids ” 
has been given, and there were at least three 
kinds of them, differing somewhat: in form. 
while these were-.split -up into numerous 
species. 
in a seam of cement rock (water limestone) 
that runs beneath the City of Buffalo, and 
the quarrymen come.across them by hun- 
dreds. There are no Trilobites in this forma- 
tion, because, as it would seem, there was 
not open sea (the Trilobites were exclusively 
marine) in that part of the world at ‘that 
ancient period. It was brackish, or perhaps 
fresh, water, and under those conditions the 
Eurypteroids found themselves at home. 

The giant of the Eurypteroids was the 
Ptergotus, which sometimes attained a 
length of five feet. It was probably the 
largest crustacean that ever lived. on: the 
earth, and a single specimen would have 
made a meal for quite a large company of 
people. 


In some of the fossil Trilobites not only the 
legs but also the delicate antenne are pre- 


served. ‘The prominent crablike eyes, which 
looked out upon the world so many millions 
of years ago, are always conspicuous in good 
specimens. They were a long-lived group of 
animals, arriving early in the Paleozoic, 
lasting all through that epoch, and dying out 
in the carboniferous era. In the carbonifer- 
ous they were succeeded by crustaceana, 
much like the lobsters of today, but smaller. 
The crabs came later, beginning to flourish

‘e PREHISTORIC MONSTER OF ROCKY MOUNTAINS

HE above illustration is from an 
ticle on “ Prehistoric Monsters,’’ in 
Pearson’s Magazine, by the Rev. H. N. 
Hutchinson. It is in some ways the 
strangest of all the dinosaurs, and 

calleé the triceratops, or three-horned mon- 
ster, which once flourished in the Rocky 
Mountains. This great, uncouth monster 
existed in this section about 1,000,000 years 
ago. The beast, which was twenty-five feet 
long, is so named because it had three horns 
on its face. Its skull was truly enormous, 
being over seven feet long. The most re- 


markable feature about it is the unique way 
in which the bones forming the back of the 
skull developed outwards into a great collar 
or fringe; the pointed and triangular shape 
of the skull Is also remarkable. 

Another strange and powerful dinosaur was 


‘the “ stegosaurus,’’ so-called on account of 


the plates forming a ridge like roof 
tiles on its back. This was one of the 
mightiest of all the dinosaurs. Its length 
was about twenty-five feet. Some of the 
bony plates on its back were as much as a 
yard in width. [Its tall was armed with 


eight big spikes or spines. More than twen- 
ty specimens have been discovered in the 
Rocky Mountains by Professor Marsh. The 
teeth show that it was a vegetable feeder. 
The spinal cord near the hind legs was 
great enlarged, a fact which is not easily 
explained unless the movements of the tail 
were directed from this center. 

The illustrations are based on the “ restora- 
tions ’’ by Mr. Charles Knight, and the life- 
like plaster casts made under the personal 
supervision of Professor H. F. Osborn of the 
American Museum of Natural History. 


ENGLISH EARLS LIVELY CAREER. 


Has Been Soldier, Sailor, Actor, 
Steward, Purser and Nurseryman. 


ORD LYVEDEN, who has just as- 
sumed his title, has had a career

Sroviine with a utility part, he rose in two 
years to second lead, when he suddenly de- 
cided he would rather see something of the 
world than play parts forever at the Hay- 
market, so he left the company and sailed for 
America. He Came over as a first cabin 
nger, but when he reached New York 
ready money amounted to about $20. 


As Waiter on the Bowery. 
In spite of his pride of birth Percy Vernon, 


_as he was then known, took the first job that 


turned up and became a waiter in a cheap 
eating-house on the Bowery. Then he went 
down into South Carolina and became a nur- 

seryman and raised early vegetables for the 
New York market. Tiring of this, he secured 
a berth as a steward on a coast steamer ply- 
ing between Wilmington, N. C., and New 
York, and remained in this capacity for two 
years, when his love for the stage asserted 
itself again and he toured the United States 
with a re ef barnstormers, playing 


everything from Ten. Nights -in a Bar 
Room " to “ Hamlet.”’ He returned to Eng- 
land and became associated with Frank Hill's 
** Diplomacy company, being jieading man. 
Then he went into management on his own 
account, and for twelve months conducted a 
theater in London. 

But In 1800 Vernon decided to marry and 
settle down. He located at Stanwick, Higham 
Ferrers, where he planned and laid out some 
big nurseries with up-to-date appliances. He 
supplied the wholesale trade, and among 
other things produced the “ P. V.” tomato, 
which gained a great reputation on account 
of its size and taste. But his nurseries were a 
long distance from a good market, and after 
losing considerable money he gave them up 


after a four years’ hard effort to win out - 


on his investment. 


Steward on Passenger Steamer. — 
It was time for Vernon to turn to the sea 
again, but having lost his discharges in 
America the future Earl was compelled to 
ship as third steward on the British and 
Irish steamship company trating from Lon- 
don to Dublin. After eight months he be- 
came assistant steward on the unlucky City 
of Paris, and them he became stateroom 
steward on the Royal Mail steamship Nile, 
sailing to the Brazils. 

In Buenos Ayres Vernon had a hard siege 
of yellow fever and for qwhile it seemed 
as though his wanderings were over. But his 


with this-company and finally -became sec- 

ond steward. Then he became chief steward 
on the Polytechnic steam yacht Ceylon. One 
Harwich and Norway io 
him to take up catering, 
and, employing his own mén, he became 
caterer to the General Steam Navigation 


company, and held this position until within 
three months of his succession to the title.

His friends have been all sorts and condi- 
tions of men and he holds in as high respect 
the comrades by the side of whom he scrubbed 
in his understeward days as he does any of 
his titled compatriots today. ‘“‘ Those chaps 
only knew me as Percy Vernon,” he once 
said to a friend, “but they were friends 
worth having. Men as straight and true as 
any on earth. I hope I may be able to do 
some of them a good turn now.” 

Lord Lyveden’s various occupations have 
given him a number of exciting experiences 
which he relates when in the mood with some 
of the spirit and grace that gave him distinc- 
tion as an actor. Here is one of his stories: 
“I remember when I first arrived in Char- 
lotte. N. C. I had 10 shillings only in my 
pocket, but like a young fool I went to the 
fashionable hotel there and staid three days. 
When the bill was put in my hands I had no 
money to pay it and my youthful cheek was 
gone. I was turned out, but as I was going 
away from the door the clerk pressed 50 
cents into my hand and said: ‘I guess you'll 
want a bed tonight, old man.’ I lodged over 
a stable that night and in the morning got 
work driving a carriage. Eventually the 
hotelkeeper who turned me out became my 
partner and best friend. 

“Take it all around, I have been fortu- 
nate. ‘Luck seems to have me.” 


|STENOGRAPHER 


IS RESTLESS. 


Of 35,000 in Chicago About 
10,000 Are Seeking 
-New Places. , 


HERE are 85,000 stenographers of 
all, degrees in Chicago, in propor- 
tion of three women to one man, 
and of this grand total perhaps 
10,000 are continually seeking new 
places. In place-seeking, however, 
| there are five women to one man 
= out of work. 

In spite of this fact, however, there are 
rumors that certain great corporations and 
railroads are intending to change from wom- 
en stenographers to men, on the grounds that. 
@ man stenographer, taking dictation in com- 
pany business for a period, naturally becomea 
fitted for positions in which he may be worth 
more to himself and his company than if he 


| remained at the typewriter. 


It is argued that many businesses are such 
that a woman stenographer could not be pro- 
moted, and that in these, especially, men 
stenographers are better and cheaper in the 
end. There is no fault found with women as 
stenographers, so far as their work is con- 
cerned. But for several] reasons they hold 
their positions for shorter terms than men 
do, and few of them are promoted to higher 
places. 

In the first place hundreds of women ste- 
nographers get married every year. In the 
next, when a woman its proficient enough 
to begin to demand something like a man’s 
salary, many houses let her go and take a 
man stenographer, not because he can take 
dictation better or write out more letters, 
but because he can go out on emergency 
work that the woman would be unable to do. 

H. M. Wakeman, in charge of the Reming- 
ton employment bureau, has an average of 
8,000 applications for places always on hand. 
Many of these are from places outside of 
the city. Many of them are from men and 
women now employed but who would makea 
change if profitable. Mr. Wakeman says 
that to replace women stenographers with 
men it would be necessary for employers to 
hire their men away from other employers, 
— making place for women somewhere 


“As to salaries,’ said Mr. Wakeman, 
“there is a difference of about $25 a month 
between the pay of a man and a woman. 
You can get a good woman stenographer for 
$10 to $12 a week, and you can get a good 
man for $15 to $18 a week. Few men ste- 
nographers in commercial work get more 
than $75 a month, and $60 to $65 will get 
first-class men. 

“The supply of stenographers has had 
much to do with forcing salaries down from 
the $100 and $125 mark of twenty years ago. 
Business everywhere has been compelled to 
adopt the typewriter for the reason that 
typewritten mail is most likely to attract at- 
tention. This fact has forced hundreds of 
small concerns to use the machine when 
otherwise their business does not justify. 
These houses generally employ girl stenog- 
raphers who are learning the work, paying 
them 84 ‘or 86 a week. These girls do the 
work sufficiently well, and when they bee 
come experts they are let gq and more new 
girls take their places. This, of course, has 
its effect on salaries. 

“T can imagine that a good, wideawake 
man stenographer, receiving dictation as to 
company business for a few years, would be 
in possession of many details of the business 
that would make him of more value to his 
employers somewhere else. I should think 
railroad companies, especially, might find 
men stenographers more valuable thaa wom- 
en for this one reason.”’

- @ short preface in which they say “it wasa 


mecestary condition tothe present publica- 
tion that the authorship of there letters 
should.remain unstated. Those who know 
will keep silence; those who do not will not 
find here any data likely to guide them tothe 
truth.”’ 

In spite of assurances from the publishers 
that the letters are genuine I am inclined to 
think that they are not. I should rather 
think this than to believe that any friend of 
the writer would print such letters, even 
though she who wrote them was dead and 

me. There is no excuse for their puvlica- 
tion if they are genuine. for the writer was 
not a public pérson. or, if she was, we are not 
told so. It seems almost as though these let- 
ters had been provoked as a defiance of Mrs. 
Wharton's “ The Touchstone,’ a book that 
shows to the world the enormity of publish- 
ing the love letters of the dead, no matter 
what their literary value may be. 

Whether genuine or not these love letters of 
an Englishwoman are fine as literature. To 
me they are not quite convincing as love let- 
ters. Not that it is anything new for a 
clever, attractive woman to idealize a per- 
fectly commonplace man and give him such 
an amount of love that he flees before it be- 
cause he does not understand it. 

Something, it may not have been her clev- 
erness or her love, it may have been his 
mother, drove him from her without a word 
of explanation on his part, though she begged 
as for life that he would tell her the reason 
of his estrangement. She describes the first 
meeting with her lover's mother: 

She (the mother) bristled in, a brave old fighting 
figure, announcing compulsion in every line, but 
with all her colors flying. She waited for the 
door to close, then said: ** My son has bidden me 
come. I suppose it is my duty. He is his own 
master now.’’ We only shook hands. Our talk 
was little of you. I showed her all the horses, the 
dogs, and the poultry.

Curiously enough I have also before me the 

“ Herod and Mariamne” of Amelie Rives, 
which was published in Lippincott’s Maga- 
zine in 1888. I have read both plays, and of 
the two I find that of Miss Rives the most 


dramatic. Mariamne in her play is much 


more of a person, and Salome plays an im- 
portant part. The ending of Mr. Phillips’ 
play is more dramatic than the other. It is 
plain that Mr. Phillips wrote for the stage, 
while.

Mrs. Workman in the ascent of the Siegfried- 
horn, 18,000 feet; Mount Bullock Workman, 
10,450 feet; and Koser Gunge, 21,000 fect. 
And feet in the Himalayas mean more than 
they mean in any other mountain range in 

“It has beeh asserted that, aside from their 


to ascend,’’ writes Mr. Workman. ‘“ Let no 
ene cherish this delusion. Let no one sup- 
pose that the. world's vastest-mountain chain 
‘S fashioned.on any such mild schemeas this. 
In the Himalayas are mountains of all kinds 
and sizes. Some can be ascended. Many 
probably never will be ‘by any creature with- 
out wings. ‘There are perpendicular wal!s 
towering thousands of feet above the val- 
leys; precipices descending into abysses, 
which the sunlight never penetrates, pointed 
spires and aiguilles piercing the loftiest 
clouds, so sharp that they scorn the snowy 
mantie nature would throw around them, 
Matterhorns, Crépons, and Funffingerspii- 
zen, many times magnified, vast fields of 
snow, arches and domes of snow crowning 
inaccessible rock massifs. 

“The mountain flanks are constantly 
soored by,avalanches of . snow and rock, 
which thunder down at all hours of the day. 
Immense landslips are frequent, which fill 
the valleys and dam back the wate! from 
‘the melting snow, which later bursts the un- 
stable barrier thus formed and tears down- 
ward, a living mass of water, mud, and rock, 
with terrific force, carrying all before it and 
spreading devastation and ruin in its path. 
Against these, as well as the dangers of the 
glatiers with their enormous crevices, the 
mountaineer must be constantly .on his 


Difficulties of Ascent. 


As indicating how much of truth isin these 
introductory remarks a description of the 
ascent of Koser Gunge will suffice. Camp 
for the night had been made at 17,900 feet, in 
a temperature of 20 degrees above zero. 

By 12 o'clock,” says the writer, we had 
reached 20,000 feet. and every step now was 
in snow to our knees—snow, dry and mealy— 
in the ever-increasing cold, which chilled and 
benumbed our feet to such an extent that 
we feared frost bites. Beneath the snow there 
was solid ice, which made the footing pre- 
carious on the steep slants. Every step had 
to be dug or trodden out by Zurbriggen, and

the waiting for this in the wind and snow 

storm was more than bitter. ... 

“We came to a knife edge, from which 
the gale beat a blinding snow dust into our 
faces, and there we saw, emerging from the 
mist, the final peak, a tall snow cone, with 
a rounded bilue-ice cornice. It was still a 
considerable distance off. We had to de- 
scend into and cross a small snow lake, and 
then ascend a short slant to reach a snow 
plateau at the base of the peak. The dis- 
tance seemed impossible in that. howling 
storm, but who would now be prudent and 
return, except possibly the porters, and they 
were not consulted. | 

Endless Ridges and Domes. 

“We found the snow portion of Koser 
Gunge to be not simply one peck but a tre- 
mendous mountain scheme of endless ridges, 
slopes, aretes, and domes. On a dangerous 
incline where the wind was whirling snow 
in clouds over us and threatened to tear off 
every strap or scarf not bound like iron, the 
endurance of a Kashmiri found its end and 
the sickened second porter sat down, turn- 
ing his back to the roped procession. , 

“We trembled in silence during the un- 
roping, driving in our ice-axes firmly lest 
his unavoidable movements should precipi- 
tate us all off that dangerous slope into the 
snow basin below. Numbed almost beyond 
power to move during the halt by the wind 
and increasing cold, we continued.on, con- 
quering foot by foot in the relentless storm 
the height so long wooed and so hard to win. 

*“‘We reached our goal at 8 o’clock. The 
aneroids registered one a hundred feet under 

.and the other 150 feet over the 21,000 fet. 
The glass indicated 10° Fahr. On the blue ice 
cornice of Koser,Gunge all the four winds 
of heaven seemed to be holding a tamasha. 
It was no place for us, weak and frozen to 
the last enduring point, to stop to make 
careful observations or to try to leave any 
record, which would have been swépt off as 
soon as deposited. .. We were quite 
ready after stamping our feet for a few 

\ minutes on the ice at the highest point to 
start down again.” 


Terror of the Swas. 


Another terror of the Himalayas is the 
swas, described vividly in the following: 
“When we reached the Askor torrent at 


2 o'clock p. m. we found the water too high - 


to permit of fording it, so we were obliged to 
camp on its left bank until the next morning. 
We were selecting a place to pitch the tents 
when our attention was attracted by a pe- 
culiar rumble above. Far up the gorge, just 
below the glacier, appeared a dark serpentine 
object with high, crested front, coming 
towards us, following the windings of the 
stream. So rapidly did it advance that there 


was barely time for the coolies to snatch up 
their loads, which fortunately had not been 
opened, and carry them fifty yards up the 
ineline, before it was upon us. The dark, 
slate-colored mass, some sixty or more feet 
wide and twenty to thirty feet high, present- 
ed a plastic appearance, and consisted of mud 
and stones of every size, some of them many 
tons in weight, which were rolled over one 
another as if they were pebbles. 

“ This ponderous mixture of solid and sem!- 
solid bodies moved with all the freedom and 
facility of a liquid, but with greater devastat- 
ing power. A moment more and tts lofty 
front shot by’ with irresistible fomeé and a 
demoniacal roar. The rock-packed banks of 
the river crumbled into the rushing torrent, 
and large bowlders toppled into and joined 
the mad procession, as if cohesion and gravi- 
ty were mere bagatelles of the ashedowy past. 
Rock masses ten to fifteen feet in diameter 
lying in its course were swept away to be 
seen no more. The terrific energy displayed 
by this cataract of rock was in a high degree 
awe-inspiring, and we were held spellbound 
while it lasted.” 


Falling into Crevasses.- 


Falling into snow crevasses, from which 


only the party rope will save the individual, 
is described by Mrs. Workman as a situa- 
tion not at all of practical bearing upon 


« the guide-book advice, “* Pull on the rope and 


push back with the feet.”’ 

One of the interesting chapters of the book 
is devoted by Mrs. Workman to her personal 
experiences with the rarefied atmosphere of 
‘the mountain tops. She says that below 
17,000 feet she has small difficulty in climb- 
ing. At the same time she says: 


“I cannot say that I ever slept soundly 


above 16,000 feet, and at 17,900, our highest 
camp, my night’s rest was often broken in’ 
upon by difficult breathing. 

“On Mount Koser Gunge, 21,000 feet, all 
the conditions were changed. Over the sharp 
rock aretes and walls to 19,000 feet I was 
able to ascend .at a rate of G00 feet an hour. 
From that point my chief contention was 
with the elements rather than with rarefied 


' air. The continued high wind and deep snow 


reduced our progress to about 800 feet per 
hour, and much increased with me the diffi- 
culty of breathing. Towards the last my 
gaspings for the much required oxygen were 
most strenuous.”’ 

In some of the greatest ascents sheep and 
goats and chickens were taken up to the 
snow line, and killed. Australian canned 
roast beef and mutton were carried and 
American canned beans were popular. Cheese 
was found to be valuable, and fully ripened 
peas and beans were considered to be al- 
most as good as meats.

CHICAGO’S DOG 
MARKET. 


A SALLE STREET, which has been 
given over for some years to such 
things as banks, stocks, bonds, grain, 
and insurance offices, has added a new 
line of trade. It has become the dog 
market of Chicago. Just as the farmers 
who have hay and garden truck to sell wend 
their way to the Haymarket in West Ran- 
doiph street, so the fellow who has the dog 
or dogs to convert into cash, hies him to La 
Salle street. A few perhaps go to State 
street or to Dearborn, and possibly else- 


is in La Salle street. 

Most of this traffic in dogs is confined to 
that portion of the street that lies between 
the Board of Trade and the Stock Exchange. 
In that space one may buy almost any style 
or breed of dog he desires any day of the 
week but Sunday. There are. collies, fox 
terriers, cockers, and limber-jawed, bow- 
legged bull dogs, nearly always to be had, 
and occasivnally those hairless Mexican 
freaks and similar canine atrocities. And 
of all these breeds there are puppies, baskets 
full of puppies, carefully wrapped up in cot- 
ton batting to keep them warm these brisk 
winter days, and most always with bright 
red or blue ribbons around their necks. 

These dogs seem to be brought to La Salle 
street mostly by workmen out of \a job, 
though some, of course, are taken there for 
sale by regular breéders. It was noticeable 
that during the strike of the past building 
season there were more men in La Salle 
street with dogs to sell than at times when 
labor is in demand. It was clearly evident 
from the appearance of some of the men that 
they had been so long out of work as to be 
willing to part with “ Towser” or “ Gyp ” 
or “Fido” after most of the other things 
about the household that possessed a market 
value had been sold to buy provisions. 

The puppies seem to attract the most atten- 
tion and to be most indemand. Many wom- 
en who pass through the street like to stop 
and fondle the “ dear, cunning little things "’ 
and sometimes cannot resist the temptation 
to pay the price and carry one home.

“Let the toys be simple, strong, 
ble,"" she said, among other “that 
your child may not gain habits of reckless ex- 
travagance and destruction, which fiimsy 
toys always engender. Remember that a few 
good toys, like a few good books, are far bet- 
ter than many poor ones. Toys in which the 
child’s own creative power has full play are 
far better than the finished toys which leave 
nothing to the imagination of the child. In 
fact, too complex a toy is like too highly sea- 
soned food, too elaborately written books, tuo 
old society, or any other mature thing forced 
upon the immature mind. Your choice should 
be based not so much on whai the toy is as 
on what the child can do with it. The in- 
stinctive delight of putting their own thought 
into their playthings ingtead of accepting the 
thought of the manufacturer explains why 
simple toys are often more pleasing to chi!- 
dren than elaborate and expensive ones.” 


Miss Harrison believes that the emotioaal 
nature of the child can and does receive im- 
pressions long before its intellectual nature 
is ready for them, or, in other words, that the 
child can love before it is able to understand. 

“One of the mistakes of our age is,’’ said 
Miss Harrison, “ that we begin by educating 
our children's intellect rather than thair 
emotions. We leave these all-powerful fac- 
tors, which give to, life its coloring of light or 
darkness, 4o the oftentimes insufficient tra!n- 
ing of the ordinary family life—insufficient, 
owing to its thousand interruptions and pre- 
occupations." 

Speaking of the educational value of toys, 
Miss Harrison said: “ Toys are not only pro- 
moters of play but they appeal to the sym- 
pathies and give exercise to the emotions. 
They also help in forming the character of the 

hild. By means of . their dolls, wagons, 

rums, or other toys, children's thoughts are 
turned in certain directions. They play that 
they are mothers and fathers, or shopkecp- 
ers, or soldiers, as the case may be. Through 
their dramatic play they become more and 
more interested in those phases of life which 
they have imitated, and that which they 
waich and imitate they become like.””
